The close of another financial year imposes upon us the 
duty of again presenting to you a report of our doings upon 
the more important and various matters coming under our 
charge during the year. For a report of the financial con- 
dition of the town, you are referred to the statement of the 
Town Treasurer, Hon. Onslow Gilmore. 


HIGHWAYS. 


In consequence of the failure of the town to materially 
increase the appropriation for highways since the introduc- 


tion of water and the laying of pipes in our public streets,. 


and owing to heavy rains which occurred during the year, 
causing much damage to our highways, your Board was: 
obiiged to exercise the utmost care and judgment in the ex- 
penditure of the appropriation, that the best possible result. 
might be obtained. We are pleased to say, however, that 


we believe the work has been satisfactorily performed, that. 


our streets are in good condition, and compare favorably 
with those of surrounding towns. 


- MARBLE STREET. 


We were unable with the sum appropriated to make : 


such repairs on Marble street as was intended; about one— 
half of the street beginning at the Winchester line and run- 
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ning easterly, has been thoroughly repaired, and we recom- 
mend that an appropriation be made at the coming town 
meeting, to complete the work already inaugurated on that 
street. 


STEVENS STREET. 


The name Stevens Street has been given by the Select- 
men to the new Town Way from Gould Street to Franklin 
Street. In completing this street we were obliged to slight- 
ly exceed the appropriation ; but we can say, with pleasure, 
that the work has been well performed, and the street is in 
very good condition for public travel. 


Your Board has found much difficulty during the year 
in procuring material with which to repair the highways. 
What gravel we have suitable for the purpose is so far re- 
moved from the village, that its use on our streets near the 
centre of the town is very expensive ; and in the light — our 
experience during the year, we believe it is in the inte vest 
of economy, for the town to use crushed stone instead of 
gravel on many streets near the centre of the village. 


LAND FOR GRAVEL. 


In accordance with the vote of the town at the Novem- 
ber meeting, we have purchased from Jerome Fay, for 
$1150.00, land on the easterly side of Washington street, as 
a site for our new ‘‘Hose House,” and for the gravel which 
it contains. 


SIDEWALKS. 


Owing to the unfavorable condition of our highways at 
the beginning of the year, making large demands on the ap- 
propriations, your Board was unable to apply to the repair- 
ing and construction of sidewalks, much less of the funds 
than it desired ; for we believe no money expended on the 
highways gives more general satisfaction than that appliec 
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‘to sidewalks. We trust that at the coming town meeting a 
liberal appropriation will be made for concreting sidewalks 
and gutters. No money is more wisely expended by the 

‘town than that appropriated for concreting ; its use is a great 
public convenience and permanent improvement, and the 

cost of maintaining sidewalks and gutters materially lessened 
wherever it is used. 

The sidewalk and bank-wall on the south side of Spring 
street has been substantially completed, for a sum slightly 
in excess of the appropriation. This was a much needed 
improvement, owing to the narrowness of the street at this 
point, and we believe it is appreciated by the inhabitants 
living in that locality. 

Owing to the lateness of the season, we were unable to 

-complete the construction of the sidewalk on the westerly 
side of Main street, between Elm street and William street ; 
little remains to be done, however, and we fee] that when — 
completed it will be of much convenience for travel and a 

decided improvement to that part of Main street. The town 
should lose no time in making the necessary repairs on the 
sidewalk on the north side of Franklin street, between Pine 
street and Summer street, as in its present condition it is 
very inconvenient for public travel. 


DRAINS. 


‘Much trouble and expense has been incurred during the 
year in re-}uilding old drains which were completely stopped — 
with refuse, and in many cases were built too small for the — 
purpose for which they were intended. More remains to be - 
Jone, however, in this connection during the coming year. 


In the early part of the season, your Board was com- — 
pelled, by urgent necessity, to construct at much expense, — 
a drain on Gould street, from Pleasant street to the Sweet 
‘Water Brook ; the drain consists of 12-inch pipe and fulfils — 
all requirements for drainage purposes in that locality. 
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The drain on Spring street has been completed at an 
expense slightly less than the appropriation. 

The drain on Charles street was completed at a muel: 
Jarger expense than was at first anticipated. It was the in- 
tention of the Board of Selectmen of last year in recom-. 
mending an appropriation of seventy-five dollars ($75.00) to: 
construct a drain straight across the street, thence for some 

distance through private property, and connect with the old. 
town drain running through the East School House yard, to. 
Washington street. 
After having the services of a Civil Engineer on the 
- ground, we found this plan to be impracticable ;. it would. 
necessitate the raising of the street, thereby leaving the town 
liable for damages sustained by the abuttors. Besides this,. 
much of the drain would be on private property, and might. 
be the cause of much difficulty in time to come. In consid- 
eration of these circumstances, your Board concluded the 
drain should be built wholely in the street, and where the 
least expense would be incurred; the sidewalks and_ street 
have been properly graded, tour hundred and forty feet of 
12-inch pipe has been placed under the gutters of Charles. 
and Avon streets, emptying into the culvert on Washington 
street, making a most perfect and permanent drain, and in- 
deed a great public improvement. 
GUIDE BOARDS. 
~ We comply with the law requiring a report in relatiow 
to Guide Boards, by saying: ‘That during the year we have 
had the guide boards repainted and lettered, and _ believe 
they are properly erected in all places required by law, or 
where the public convenience require, and all are in good 
_ condition. : 
STREET LIGHTS. 


The Street Lights have been cared for during the year 
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by Mr. N. A. Newhall. The vote of the town in November 
ordering three new street lights to be erected, has not been 
complied with owing to the lateness of the season. The 
material is on hand and is included in the street lights ac 
count, and they will be erected on the opening of the spring 


BOARD OF HEALTH. 


‘ihe board of riealth has been very active during the 
year in promoting the sanitary condition of the town. 


The attention of the Board has been called frequently to 
nuisances caused by improper drainage for sink water. In 
all such cases the Board ordered proper cesspools con- 
structed, and in every instance these orders have been 
promptly complied with. 


The town has been very fortunate during the year as 
regards contagious diseases, particularly scarlet fever and 
diphtheria; as fewer cases of these diseases have been re- 
ported than for years past. Most of the cases reported were 
of a mild type, but where fatal results have followed the 
Board has been particular to see that the premises were 
promptly and thoroughly disinfected.

The attention of citizers is called to recent legislation 
concerning contagious diseases.

Seor. 1. When a householder knows that a person 


within his family is sick of small-pox, diphtheria, scarlet — 


fever, or any other disease dangerous to the public health, 
he shall immediately give notice thereof to the Seleetmen or 
Board of Health of the town in which he dwells; and: upon 


\ 
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the death, recovery, or removal of such person, the rooms 
occupied and the articles used by him shall be disinfected by 
such householder in a manner approved hy the Board of 
Health. Any person neglecting or refusing to comply with 
either of the aboVe provisions shall forfeit a sum not exceed- 
ing one hundred dollars. 


Srot. 2. When a physician knows that a person whom 
he is called to visit is infected with small-pox, diphtheria, 
scarlet fever, or any other disease dangerous to public 
health, he shall immediately give notice thereof to the 
Selectmen or Board of health. of the town; and if he refuses 
or neglects to give such notice he shall forfeit for each 
offence not less than fifty nor more than two hundred dollars. 


Srot. 3. The Boards of Health in the several cities and 
towns shall cause a record to be kept of all reports received 
in pursuance of the preceding sections, and such record shall 

- contain the names of all persons who are sick, the localities 
in which they live, the diseases with which they are affected, 
together with the date and names of the persons reporting 
any such cases. The Boards of Health shall give the School 
Committee immediate information of all cases of contagious 
disease reported to them according to the provisions of this 
act. 


[Acts or 1883. Cap. 124.] 


Sect. 2. No railroad corporation, or other common 
carrier or person, shall convey or cause to be conveyed, 
through or from any city or town in this Commonwealth, 
the remains of any person who has died of small-pox, scarlet 
fever, diphtheria, or typhoid fever, until such body has been 
so encased and prepared as to preclude any danger of com- 
municating the disease to others by its transportation; and 
no local registrar or clerk shall give a permit for the removal 
of such body until he has received from the Board of Health 
of the city, or the Selectmen of the town, where the death 
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occurred, a certificate, stating the cause of death, and that 
said body has been prepared in the manner set forth in this. 
section, which certificate shall be delivered to the agent or 
person who receives the body. 

By the above it will be seen that it 1s the duty of the 
Selectmen, acting as a Board of Health, to keep a record of 
all cases reported to them.

The Engineers of the Fire Department respectfully sub- 
mit their report for the year ending Feb. 28th, 1887. 


The department has been called out four times during 
the year‘as follows :— 


April 3rd. The shoe factory of D. F. Marae Mont- 


Cause incen- 
diary. 
May 3rd. _ Brush fire in Dogtown. No damage. 
May 3rd. Slight fire on Summer Hill. No damage.

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Aug. 6th. Slight fire in the Benj. Hibbard house, 
Gerry street, caused by the upsetting of oil stove. No 
damage. 

Oct. 18th. Wm. Jefts’ bara and storehouse, Green’s 
lane, was totally destroyed. Loss on building, $600; on 
stock, $3,000. Insured for $2,400. 

Oct. 23rd. Alarm caused by slight fire in Jewett & 
-Cate’s steam saw mill. No damage. 


The apparatus of the department is in good condition. 

Since our last report a new Hose Company has been 
organized to man the new carriage, situated on Washington 
street, Farm Hill. 


The carriage is named ‘‘ E. R. Seaver, Hose 3.” 


The house has been furnished with all the necessary 
furniture, and the new company, with that experienced fire- 
man, J. H. Fulton, as its foreman, we feel that the interest 
of that section of the town will be well protected. 

Our thanks are tendered to the members of the several 
companies for the faithful manner in which they have dis- 
charged their duties, and also to the citizens generally for 
their unwavering’support of the department.

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To the Citizens of Stoneham : 


The School Committee would submit the following as 
their annual report for the year ending March 1, 1887 :— 


The general good condition of the schools is cause for 


congratulation. The efforts of the teachers, many of whom_ 


have done exeellent work for many years, have brought 
about this result. In most of the schools the discipline is 
good, two or three have improved since a year ago, and in 
others we look for better results another year. 


When a change of teachers occurs, parents can do much 
for the schools by using their influence in the right direction. 
There are countless methods of prejudicing children, either 
in favor of or against a teacher, without using direct means. 
It should not be taken for granted that a different teacher is 
necessarily a poorer one, for she may be superior to the 
former. Such a condition is quite possible, and has been 
known to exist. In judging fairly of a teacher’s success or 
failure, and of the difficulties she meets, many circumstances 
must be considered, not the least of which is the atmosphere 
that surrounds the children in their homes. It may be such 
as to inspire confidence in the teacher and in the manage- 
ment of the school, or it may tend to cause distrust and a 
spirit of disloyalty. A teacher's work the second year is 
usually better than it is the first year, and it is only after 
several years that her best work is seen. 


Miss Dike returned to her duties in the High School in 
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September, after a year’s absence ; her place was supplied by 
Miss I. C. Livingstone, one of the former teachers. Miss. 
Putney of the Grammar School was absent during the spring 
term for rest; her place was filled by Miss Louise D. Eddy, 
who rendered acceptable service. The East Intermediate 
School, which a year ago was without a regular teacher, has. 
been throughout the year under the charge of Miss R. J. 
Tripp, a graduate of the Normal School at Bridgewater, and 
a teacher of some experience. At the close of the summer 
term, leave of absence was granted to Miss Barrett, who 
needed a longer rest than the summer vacation. We hope 
for her return as soon as her health is restored. Miss L. S.. 
Brown, a former teacher of the same school, has very accept- 
ably supplied her place. Inthe summer, Miss H. P. Gerry, 
of the South Upper Primary, permanently resigned her posi- 
tion, and Miss Fannie F. Curtis was made the regular 
teacher. Miss Addie L. Thompson, teacher of the North 
Lower Primary, resigned her position in the summer. Miss 
Thompson possessed rare natural qualifications for primary 
teaching, had had snccessful experience in kindergarten 


' -work, preceded by carcful preparation, and her resignation 


was a serieus loss to our schools. Mrs. Ollie Gerry, who 
had formerly been one of our primary teachers, was elected 
to fill this vacancy. Weare glad to number Miss Brown 


- and Mrs. Gerry among our teachers once more. 


On account of the large number of little children attend- 
ing the North and Soutk Lower Primaries, an additional - 
teacher has been employed to take entire charge of the 
youngest chilaren, as at the Centre and East. Miss L. V. 
Boothby has charge of the additional school at the South, and 
Mrs. Alma Johonnot at the North. Before this change was 
made, the teacher had not time to give needed attention to 
all the children, and the youngest were liable to be neglected. 
The present arrangement of the primary schools in this res- 
pect is very satisfactory. 


o 
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MUSIC. 


The schools have continued under Mr. Cutter’s super- — 


vision. He visits the High and Grammar Schools twice each 
week, and the other grades once a week. The teachers cor- 
dially vo-operate with him and follow his directions. Results 
vary, depending on the capabilities of the children and the 
experience, skill and musical taste of the teachers. The 
citizens have recently had an opportunity to attend a musical 
festival by pupils of the High and Grammar Schools. It 
was found impracticable to include the pupils of all grades, 
owing to the want of room for so large a number, and an- 


other festival will probably be held in the autumn, to exhibit 


the work of the Intermediate and Primary Schools. 


Eichberg’s Fourth Music Reader has been introduced 
jnto the Grammar Schools, and the book in former use has 
been placed in the Intermediate Schools, thus enabling these 
schools to advance farther in the study than when the teacher 
was obliged to copy all the music upon the black-board. 
Another book for the Intermediate schools, to be used in 
connection with this one every alternate year seems desir- 
able, since about half the scholars in each school are too 


familiar with this book to derive much benefit by using it 


during the coming year. 


TEXT-BOOKS. 


The schools are well provided with text-books, except 


in the department of reading. We shall need an additional 
supply of reading matter in all the schools at the beginning 
of next term. More books of reference will also need to be 
provided. Many of the books used by the younger children 
will need to be renewed, after having been in constant use 


for nearly three years. The books used in the higher” » 


grades are ina better condition. Some of these, however, 


need to be rebound, and every year we may expect to incur 


EES a ae ee. ee 
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considerable expense for re-binding books and replacing 
worn-out ones. The care of the books involves much labor 
on the part of the teachers. Great differences exist among 
children. with regard to the care they take of books and other 
town property. One needs only to glance at some of the 
_books in public libraries in order to see that lessons in neat- 
ness and carefulness need to be emphasized.

The limited grounds of the Town Hall are often too 
filthy for children to cross on their way to the north door of 
the building. The unavoidable nois2 and confusion incident 
to preparations for different occasions in the hall disturb th 4 
schools and seriously interfere with their work. 


If means could be devised by which another place for 
town meetings could be provided, and the building be left 
free to the schools, it would avoid the necessity of building 
a new school house, which will «therwise be urgently need~ 
ed at no distant day. 

The new heating apparatus placed in the Town Hall i 
the summer works : ddinitably: and there is no complaint: of 
cold rooms. | 

New fences have been }uilt at the North and North 
Street Schoolhouses, and the South School Honse has been 
shingled. One of the rooms at the East, in which the plas. 
tering had fallen from the ceiling, has been repaired by 
sheathing instead of re-plasteriag.. This mode of treatment 
we recommend in all similar cases as being more permanent.

RULES AND REGULATIONS OF THE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


The Library shall be kept open every Wednesday and 
Saturday from 2 o’clock to 5 o'clock, and from 6 o’clock to 
9 o’clock P. M., except when a public holiday shall occur on 
either of said days, and during such times as the Library 
shall be closed for the examination of the books. No per- 
son shall be®allowed more than one volume at any one time, 
and no book shall be kept by the person borrowing it more 
than fourteen days. Auy book however may be renewed to 
the same“person when it shall have been returned to the 
library. 

No person who has borrowed a book from the Library 
shall lend it to any person not a member of the same house- 
hold. Persons detaining any volume longer than these 
regulations permit, shall be fined three cents for the first 
eae one cent for every day the same shall be so ‘detained. 
The librarian being charged with the collection of these and 
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other dues to the library. Ifa book be lost, defaced, or in- 


jured, it shall be replaced, or its value shall be paid in 
money. If it be one ofa set, the person Jiable shall either 
pay for the whole set and receive the odd volume, or he 


shall pay the cost of replacing the volume which is lost, de- 


faced or injured. . If any person shall refuse or unreasonably 
neglect to pay aay sum due for detention, loss of injury of 
any book, his right to take books from the library shall be 
suspended until he complies with the requirement.

STATUTE LAWS, 


As ACCEPTED AND ADOPTED BY THE Town. 


SIDEWALKS. 


At a meeting held November 6th, 1855, voted to accept 
Chapter 43 of the Acts of the Legislature, passed in year 
1855, relating to sidewalks, which reads as follows :— 


Sec. 1. In cities in which the city council, and in 
towns in which the town has adopted the provisions of this 
and the following section, the mayor and aldermen, or 


selectmen, may establish and grade sidewalks in such streets” 


as in their} judgment the public convenience may require,. 
and may assess the abutters on such sidewalks one-half the 
expense of the same, the residue being paid by such city or 
town. All assessments so made shall be a lien upon the 
abutting lanestin the same manner as taxes are a lien upon 
real estate. 


Sec. 2. No sidewalk constructed or graded in a city or 
town shall be dug up or obstructed in any part thereof 
without the consent of the mayor and aldermen of the city, 
or the selectmen of the town, in which said sidewalk is. 
established. 
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_ At a town'’meeting held March 14, 1881, it was voted 
to accept the Acts of the legislature for the year 1872, as 
amended by Chapter 107 of the Acts of the year 1874, re- 
lating to sidewalks, which reads as follows : 


Cuap. 303, Acts oF 1872. 


Sec. 1. The Board of Mayor and Aldermen in any city 
may grade and construct sidewalks and complete any partially 
constructed sidewalk, in any street of such city as the pub- 
lic convenience may require, with or without edgestones, as 
said Board shall deem expedient, and may cover the same 
with brick, flat stones, concrete, gravel, or other appropriate 
material, and may assess upon the abutters on such side- 
walk, in just proportions, not exceeding one-half of the ex- 
pense of the same, but ail assessments so made shall consti- 
tute a lien upon abutting land, and be collected in the same 
manner as taxes on real estate are now collected, and such 
sidewalks when constructed, with edgestones and covered 
with brick, flat stones or concrete, shall afterwards be main- 
tained at the expense of such city. When any such side- 
walk shall be permanently constructed with edgestones, and 
covered with brick, flat stones or concrete, as aforesaid, 
there shall be deducted from the assessment therefor, any 
sum which shall have been previously assessed upon the 
abutting premises, and paid to the city for the expense of 
the construction of the same in any other manner than with 
edgestones, and with brick, flat stones or concrete, as afore- 
said ; and such deduction shall be made pro rata, and in just 
proportions from the assessments upon different abutters, 
who, at the time of such assessments are owners of the es- 
tate which at the time of such former assessments was the 
estate of the abutters who had previously paid such former 
assessments. 

Sec. 2. In estimating the damage sustained by any 
party by the construction of sidewalks as aforesaid, there 
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shall be allowed, by way of set off, the benefit, if any, to the 
property of the party by reason thereof. 


Sec. 3. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with this | 


act are hereby repealed. 


Sec. 4. This act shall not take effect in any city unless 
accepted by the city council thereof. 


- CuaprTerR 107, Acts or 1874. 


Sec. 1. Chapter three hundred and three of the year 
of eighteen hundred and seventy-two is amended, so as to 
provide that no abutter shall be assessed for the expense of 
any sidewalk a sum exceeding one per cent. of the valuation 
of his estate abutting on such sidewalk, as fixed by the 
annual assessment last preceding the construction of such 
sidewalk. 


Sec. 2. The provisions of chapter three hunared and "3 


three of the acts of eighteen hundred and seventy-two, as 
amended by the first section of this act, are extended to any 
_ town accepting the same at an annual meeting, and the 
authority conferred by said act upon the mayor and alder- 
men of cities is conferred upon the selectmen of such town. 


Sec. 3. The provisions of this act shall not apply to 
any sidewalk now constructed, according to the provisions 


of chapter three hundred and three of the acts of eighteen 


hundyed and seventy-two, nor to any city unless necspind by 
the city council thereof. .

sum not exceeding twenty-five cents for each of its ratable 
polls in the year next preceding that in which such appro- 
priation is made. 


SHADE AND ORNAMENTAL TREES STANDING IN HIGH- 
WAYS AND STREETS. 


At a town meeting held May 8th, 1875, voted to adopt 
Chapter 242 of the Acts of the Legislature, passed in the 
year 1867, entitled ‘‘An act concerning shade and ornamen- 
tal trees standing in highways and streets.” 


Sec. 1. No person who has by law a right to cut down 
or remove any ornamental or shade trees standing in any 
highway, townway or street, shall exercise such right with- 
out first giving notice of h's intention to one of the select- 
men of the town, or mayor of the city in which the trees 
stand ; and if the selectmen of the town, or mayor and alder- 
men of the city, desire to retain the tree, they should give 
notice thereof to such person within ten days after his notice 
to them, and in that case the same course shall be taken and 
the same rules apply as to the assessment appeal and final 
determination and payment of the damage such person may 
suffer by the retaining of said tree, as in the case of damage 
done by an alteration in such highway, townway, or street. 


Sec. 2. If any person shall cut down, remove or injure 
such tree without first giving the notice required, the fore- 
going section or in violation of any of the provisions thereof, 
or of the rights of the city or town, acquired thereunder to 
maintain the same, he shall suffer the penalty provided for 
the injury or destroying of ornamental or shade trees, in the 
seventh section of the forty-sixth chapter of the General 
Statutes, and the penalty in such ease shall accrue to the 
town or city. 
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LAYING OUT, ALTERING. WIDENING, AND IMPROVING 
STREETS. 

At a town meeiing held November 2nd, 1869, voted to 
accept the provisioas of Chapter 169 of the Acts of the 
Legislature of 1869, entitled an ‘* Act concerning the laying 
out, altering, widening and improving streets and ways in 
cities and towns,” which reads as follows :— 

Sec. 1. The provisions of chapter one hundred and 
seventy-tour of the acis of the year eighteen hundred and 
sixty-six, and of chapter two hundred and seventy-six of the 
acts of the year eighteen hundved and sixty-eight are hereby 


extended and made applicable to any and all the towns of the - 


commonwealth: provided, that the powers vested by said 
acts in the board of aldermen of the city of Boston shall be 
vested in and exercised by the selectmen within their res- 
pective towns, and no assessments shall be made under the 
provisions of said acts until the work of laying out, altering, 
widening and improving any street or way shall be com- 


pleted ; and also provided, that the assessments authorized in | 


said acts may be made when highways or townways are laid 
out, altered, widened or improved within any town by or under 
the order of the County Commissioners; and in-any such 
case due allowance shall be made for any benefit set off 
under ihe provisions of section sixteen of chapter forty-three 
of the General Statutes. | ; 

Sec. 2. All parties aggrieved by the action of the 
selectmen under this act shall have the rights and remedies 
provided in the laying out of townways. | 

Sec. 5. This act shall not apply to the laying out, alter- 
ing, widening or improving streets and ways within any town 
commenced before the acceptance of this act by the town as 


herein provided, and shall not be construed as repealing any — 


existing luws relating to the laying out, altering, widening, 
discontinuance or improvement of ways in any town by the 
Selectmen or the County Commissionets. 
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Sec. 4. The preceding sections shall take effect in any 

_ town whenever the same is accepted by a vote of a major- 

_ © ity of the legal voters of such town present and voting at a 
- ‘town meeting duly held for the purpose. 


Sec. 5. The provisions of chapter two hundred and 
seventy-six of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and sixty- 
eight are hereby extended and made applicable to any and all 
the cities of the commonwealth, in which chapter seventy-five 
of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and sixty-eight have 
been, or shall hereafter le, accepted in the manner designated 

in section two of said last-named act: provided that in any 
city where the power to lay out and alter the streets in 
such city is vested in any other board or persuns than the 
board of aldevxmen, such board or persons shall have the 
same power and authority as the board of aldermev in the 
city of Boston. 

Sec. 6. Section five of this act shall take effect upon 
its passage. 


IMPOUNDING OF CATTLE. 


At a town meeting held May 8th, 1875, voted to accept 
Chapter 366 of the Acts and Resolves passed by the Legis- 
lature in the year 1869, entitled ‘‘An Act concerning the 
Impounding of Cattle.” 


Sec. 1. When beasts are taken up and distrained by a 
field driver, in pursuance of the provisions of chapter twenty- 
five of the General Statutes, he mey impound them in any 

suitable place on his own premises ; and for the pucpose of 

said chapter he shall be considered a pound-keeper, and 
such place on his own premises shall be considered a town 
pound, in relation to beasts therein impounded. 


Sec. 2. This act shall apply only to such towns as 

_ shall adopt the same by a vote of the majority of the legal 

-_-voters present and voting at a town meeting duly held for 
the purpose.

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Fellow Citizens: 

In accordance with a long-established custom, we pre- 
sent to you a report of our doings on the various matters 
coming under our charge during the past year. On another 
page will be found the statement of the Town Treasurer, 
Hon. Onslow Gilmore, to which you are referred for a re- 
port of the town’s financial condition. 


HIGHWAYS. 


The utmost care and prudence was exercised by your 
Board in repairing the highways, and in expending the 
money appropriated for that purpose, and we are pleased to 
be able to say, the resnlt has been most satisfactory, aud 
our highways, with very few exceptions, are in good condi- 
tion for public travel. 

Your attention is called to the necessity of properly re- 
pairing Main street, from Marble street to the Medford line ; 
and Franklin street, from Pleasant street to the Melrose 
line. While we were deeply sensible of the necessity for 
repairs on those streets, we were satisfied, that with the 
funds at our command, we were unable to make such repairs 
as the condition of these highways require. They are two of — 
our principal and much travelled thoroughfares, and. we trust 
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you will give the matter your careful consideration at the 
coming town meeting. 


MARBLE STREET. 


This street is now thoroughly and substantially repaired 
from the Winchester line to Warren street. No special ap- 
propriation will be necessary to complete the work, as little 
remains to be done, and can be completed with funds from 
the regular appropriation. 


SIDEWALKS. 


Much of the attention of the Board has been given to 
repairing sidewalks and constructing new ones; fur we be- 
lieve there is no labor performed on our highways more fully 
appreciated by the travelling public, than that SER Ove in 
improving the sidewalks. 

In accordance with a vote of the town, we have con- 
structed a sidewalk on the easterly side of Chestnut street, 
from land of Thomas Halpin to Montvale Avenue; also on 
the westerly side of William street, from land of ves Hans- 
com to Pomeworth street. 


MATERIAL FOR REPAIRING THE HIGHWAYS. 


We desire to call your earnest attention to the difficulty 
in procuring suitable material with which to repair our high- 
ways. ‘The gravel in our pits (excepting the one located in 
Wyoming district) is of an inferior quality, and located so 
far from the centre of the village that its use upon the high- 
ways, while of little benefit, is very expensive. With these 
facts presented, we earnestly recommend that a stone crush- 
er be hired or purchased, to be used in preparing material 
for our streets, as we are firmly of the opinion that by this 
means, our highways can be more economically and proper- 
ly maintained. 
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CONCRETE SIDEWALKS AND GUTTERS. 


We cheerfully reiterate the recommendations of the Se- 
‘lectmen of 1886, urging continued appropriations for con- 
creting. As we believe there is no money appropriated by 
the town, more wisely or judiciously expended, than that 
appropriated for this purpose. 


MAIN STREET SIDEWALK. 


The sidewalk on the westerly side of Main street, be- 
tween Warren and Marble streets, has been completed, and 
edgestones set against the same at a cost somewhat in excess 
of the appropriation for that purpose. This is a beautifu] 
and much travelled sidewalk, and its benefits are fully ap- 


preciated. 
DRAINS. 


The vote of the town, instructing the Selectmen to con- 
struct a public drain, as laid out, from Main street to land 
of D. F. Murphy, through land of John Steele, J. A. Green 
and others, has been complied with, and has been named by 
your Board ‘‘Gilmore Street Drain.” That portion of the 
drain from Main street, to a point on Gilmore street, oppo- 
site the residence of Sarah A. Child, is constructed of brick, 
2 1-2 feet by 3 feet, egg shape, and from this point to its 
terminus, it is 3 feet by 4 feet, constructed of stone and 
paved. The completion of this drain is indeed a great pub- 
lic improvement, and will answer all the requirements for 
which it 1s intended. 

We have also, in accordance with a vote of the town at 
the annual meeting, constructed a drain on the westerly side 
of Main street north from Hancock street, and connecting 
with the drain nearly opposite the residence of Wm. Hurd. 
This drain consists of 15 in. cement pipe placed under the 
gutter of Main street, and gives perfect satisfaction for drain- 
age purposes. 
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The culverts through Main street at Spot Pond, which 
were completely filled with refuse, and have always been 
too small for the purpose for which they were intended, have 
been thoroughly and substantially rebuilt. 

The Charles street drain has been continued from Avon 
street, over land of Daniel Gerry, emptying into a ditch cn 
the westerly side of Washington street. 


STREET LIGHTS. 


The Street Lights have been cared for during the year 
by Mr. William Breagey ; and so faras we have been able - 
to judge, Mr. Breaggy has given general satisfaction. We - 
desire to call the attention of the voters to the necessity of * 
relocating the Street Lights. Many of our principal. 
thoroughfares, particularly Main street, are very poorly 
lighted, while on the outskirts of the town there are many. 
lights maintained that are wholly unnecessary. In view of 
these facts, we have inserted in the warrant calling the an- 
nual town meeting, an article relating to this subject, and. 
which we trust will receive your earnest consideration. 


TOWN HALL. 


A very large majority of our citizens have seen for them< 
selves the great improvement which has been made in our 
Town Hall. As directed by the town, we have had a new 
floor laid in the hall, the walls and ceiling tastefully painted! 
and frescoed, so that at present it presents a neat and tidy 
appearance. 


CLAIMS FOR DAMAGES. 


At the beginniug of the year the following claims for 
damages were pending against the town, and were referred 
to the Selectmen to be contested or settled as their judgment 
may direct: Bridget Scanlon, claim $500, for personal in-- 
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juries received in consequence of a defect in a highway. 
Olive Bryant, claim $100, for land taken in the construction 
of Stevens street. Joseph A. Graves, claim $200, for in- 
juries to his milk wagon, caused by coming in contact with 
a limb of an apple tree on Minot street. Michael Hurley, 
claim $4,000, for personal injuries sustained by falling on 
Tidd street. Mary A. Flanders, claim $200, for damage 
sustained by her property, caused by the construction of a 
sidewalk on Summer street. 

We have taken legal advice on all these cases, and as a 
result have paid the claims of Bridget Scanlon and Olive 
Bryant. The claim of Mary A. Flanders has been settled 
by the payment of $100, and grading her land from the 
street to the dwelling house. The claims of Joseph A. 
Graves and Michael Hurley, we decided to contest in the 
courts. The case of Graves against the town, was tried be- 
fore Chief Justice Brigham at the January term of the Supe- 
rior Court, and a verdict was rendered for the town. The 
case of Michael Hurley against the town has not yet been 
tried. 

DISPOSAL OF TOWN LAND. 


As directed by a vote of the town at the November 
meeting, we have disposed of the lot of land, corner of 
Franklin and Stevens streets, (Pound lot) at public auction. 
This lot was purchased by Mr. George Goodale for $44.00 
and a deed of the property has been given by the Treasurer. 


PERAMBULATION. 


As required by law, your Board has perambulated the 
bounds between Stoneham and Wakefield, Stoneham and 
Reading, and Stoneham and Medford, in company with the 
Selectmen of these towns, and with two exceptions (between 
Stoneham and Wakefield) found the monuments correctly 
marked and in their proper places. 
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GUIDE BOARDS. 


We comply with the law in relation to Guide Boards by 
stating that they are properly erected in all places required 
by law, and where public convenience requires.

The Tower Clock on the C. U. Church h»s been proper- 
ly repaired at an expense of ten dollars ($10.00) for which 
sum the town has been reimbursed by the society. 

} Our Streets, with few exceptions (in the North part of 

the town) are propcrly railed where necessity requires. We 
were unable to complete the work owing to the lateness of 
the season. 


BOARD OF HEALTH. 


Stoneham has been particularly fortunate during the 
year as regards contagious diseases, as but eight cases have 
been reported, viz: 

Diphtheria, four cases ; scarlet fever, four cases. 

The attention of the Board of Health has been called at 
different times to nuisances caused by surtace drainage for 
sink water; but in most cases those nuisances have beer 
promptly abated when so ordered by the Board. 
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BOARD OF HEALTH NOTICE. 





The attention of citizens is called to recent legislation 
concerning contagious diseases ; 


[ACTS OF 1884., CHAP. 98.] 


Sror. 1. When a householder knows that a person 
within his family is sick of small-pox, diphtheria, scarlet 
fever, or any other disease dangerous to the public health, 
he shall immediately give notice thereof to the Selectmen or 
Board of Health of the town in which he dwells; and upon 
the death, recovery, or removal of such person, the rooms 
occupied and the articles used by him shall be disinfected by 
such householder in a manner approved by the Board of 
Health. Any person neglecting or refusmg to comply with 
either of the above provisions shall forfeit a sum not exceed- 
ing one hundred dollars. 


Sror. 2. When a physician knows that a person whom 
he is called to visit is infected with small-pox, diphtheria, 
scarlet fever, or uny other disease dangerous to public health, 
he shall immediately give notice thereof to the Selectmen or 
Board of Health of the town; and if he refuses or neglects to 
give such notice he shall torfzit for each offence not less than 
fifty nor more than two hundred dollars. 

Sect. 3. The Boards of Health in the several cities 
and towns shall cause a record to be kept of all reports re- 
ceived in pursuance of the preceding sections, and such ree- 
ord shall contain the names of all persons who are sick, the 
localities in which they live, the diseases with which they 
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are affected, together with the date and names of the persons 
reporting any such eases. The Boards of Health shall give 
the School Committee immediate information of all cases of 

contagious disease reported to them according to the pro- 
_ visions of this act. 


[ACTS OF 1883, CHAP. 124.] 


Sect. 2. No railroad corporation, or, other common 
carrier or person, shall convey or cause to be conveyed, 
through or from any city or town in this Commonwealth, the 
remains of any person who has died of small-pox, scarlet 
fever, diphtheria, or typhoid fever, until such body has been 
so encased and prepared as to preclude any danger of com- 
municating the disease to others by its transportation; and 
no local registrar or clerk shall give a permit for the remova} 
of such body until he has received from the Board of Health 
of the city, or the Selectmen of the town, where the death 
occurred, a certificate, stating the cause of death, and that 
said body has been prepared in the manner set forth in this 
section, which certificate shall be delivered to the agent or 
person who receives the body. 

By the above it will be seen that it is the duty of the 
Selectmen, acting as a Board of Health, to keep a record of 
all cases reported to them.

REPORT OF THEQENGINEERS 


OF THE 


STONEHAM # FIRE « DEPT. 


HOR 1887-88. 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The Engineers of the Fire Department respectfully sub- 
mit this report for the year ending Feb. 29, 1888: 


The department has been called out nine times. 


May 11, 1887. The alarm was sounded for a practice 
exhibition of the Department in Central Square. 


May 11. Department called out for a brush fire on 
Whip Hill, near C. J. Teel’s farm. No damage. Cause of 
fire unknown. 
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May 23. Brush fire in the woods east of Bear Hill, 
owned by W. B. and W. F. Stevens. Loss $200. No in- 
surance. Cause of fire unknown. 


May 24. Fire in a small shed owned by the Middlesex 
Co-operative Shoe Company on Emerson street. Damage 
slight. Cause of fire—ashes taken from the boiler. 


July 29. Slight fire in house owned by Edward Mce- 
Grady on Elm street. Damage, $50.00. Fully insured. 
Cause of fire, hghtning. 


Oct. 14. Slight fire in a house on Emerson street, 
owned by W. G. Fuller. No damage. Caused by a lighted 
match being thrown against a window screen. 


Nov. 23. Fire in a barn on Williams street owned by 
Ervin Johnson, which was totally destroyed. Damage | 
$1,200. Insured for $500. Cause, incendiary. 

Jan. 5, 1888. Fire in a dwelling house on Cedar Ave., 
owned by Charles Brant. Damage $2,000; Insured for 
$2,000. Cause unknown. 

Jan. 21. Fire in a barn on Pleasant street, owned by 
A. W. Arnold. No damage. Cause: An oil stove left 
burning in the barn. 


When the present Board took charge of the Department 
the first of May they found the houses in a very bad con- 
diton. The floor in the H. & L. House was rotten in sey- 
eral places and the plastering had fallen off. The Board 
voted unanimously that it must be repaired. It was thought. 
best to have the ceiling sheathed. 


We found the floor and ceiling in the General Worth 
House worse that the Hook and Ladder House. The plas- 
tering had fallen off. The floor had rotted away from the 
stringers underneath, and the Board voted unanimously to 
sheath the ceiling, and patch the floor. 
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We found the Col. Gould House in a very bad condi- 
tion. The paint was off, and the jacket on the steam heater 
had rusted, so it was not fit for use. The funnel was also 
worn and full of holes. The Board voted unanimously to 
repair the heater and funnel, and paint the walls.” 

We found the E. R. Seaver Hose House in good repair. 

The Board purchased a double hydrant gate, aud we 
are now able to get four good streams from any post hydrant 
in town. 

The department was in need of more pipes and nozzles. 
The Board voted to purchase two. There has also been one 
60-foot Somerville Extension Ladder added to the depart- 
ment, and one 33-foot Roof Ladder, and the old Bangor 
Ladder has been remodelled. 

The Department is now in first-class condition. 

The appropriation for running the department has been 
too small to pay the expenses, and as there has been no re- 
pairs made for several years, we were obliged to overdraw 
our appropriation. There was a great many bills contracted 
last year that had not been paid, so they had to be paid out 
of our appropriation. The Auditors’ Report shows an over- 
drawn appropriation, but it could not have been helped 
under the circumstanccs. 

The Board recommend the purchase of one thousand 
feet of cotton hose; also the painting of the Col. Gould 
Heuse on the outside. 

The Board wish to extend to the Department their sin- 
cere thanks for the able manner in which they discharged 
their duties, also to the citizens for the support of the Dept.

SCHOOL COMMITTEE'S REI ORT. 5k 


To the Citizens of Stoneham; 


The annual report of the School Committee is herewith 
respectfully submitted.. 

An atmosphere of peace has surrounded the schools dur= 
ing the last year. The committee have been wearied by few 
complainants, and they are heartily thankful for the unusuab 
and happy circumstance.. 

The details of the purchase, care and distribution of 
books and supplies. have occupied so much time that it has 
not been possible for the committee to give to the schools 
the amouut of attention desirable. But, fortunately, we have 
a corps of teachers who can be relied on to work earnestly 
for the best interests. of their pupils. Of the faithfulness and 
efficiency of the teachers, nothing need be added to what has: 
been said in former reports. 

The teachers meet once each month, to discuss methods 
of teaching and' discipline, to consider different ways of sur- 
mounting obstacles in their daily path, to review educational 
works, and by a free, friendly interchange and comparison 
of views, to help and encourage one another in efforts to 
reach a higher ideal in every day work. Occasionally grade 
meetings have been held, in which attention has been given 
to the special work of the different grades. These meetings 
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have been more popular, and, perhaps, more profitable than 
‘the general meetings, which have not fully attained their 
- object, because few of the teachers have taken an active part 
in the exercises. Much credit is due to the few who believe in 
the meetings, and who have done all they could to make them 
interesting and serviceable. It is hoped that some plan may 
soon be devised by means of which the indifference, lack of 
. confidence and fear of criticism which appear to influence 
some of the teachers, will give place to a spirit of mutual 
helpfulness, and a wish to make these meetings what they 
can and ought to become—a source of strength and inspira- 
tion. 


Changes ef teachers have not been frequent, but the 
High School suffered a serious loss in the summer, by the 
resignation of both assistants. They had been excellent 
teachersin the school, Miss Dike for six years and Miss 
Fletcher for three years. Their influence with the pupils 
was always in the right direction, and their connection with 
' the school added to it strength and dignity. 


After considering a number of applicants, we had the 
» unexpected good fortune to secure as First Assistant. Miss 
I. C. Livingston, whose former services in this school for 
» several vears had been satisfactory. Miss Alice Walton, a 
- graduate of Smith College, was appointed Second Assistant. 


Miss Tripp of the East Intermediate School also re- 
- signed in the summer, and her place was supplied by Miss 
A. J. McCarty, who had been for three years at the North 
- Street School. No mistake was made in this transfer, for 
Miss McCarty has gradually and surely gained control of the 
- school, and is doing excellent work. 


Miss M. F. Livingston, a teacher of some experience in 
- an ungraded school, was appointed teacher of the North 
- Street School, and its interests are well advanced. 
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Only one other change has been made. Mrs. Gerry of 
the North Lower Primary and Miss Pierce of the South 
Lower Primary exchanged schools in September. This ar- 
rangement was made for the comfort of the teacher who had 
lived far from her school, and who by this change, had her 
daily walk much shortened. 


At the beginning of the year, the second class of the - 
Grammar School was very large, and an assistant teacher - 
was employed for a few weeks. Seats were placed in the - 
hall, where about twenty pupils who needed special atten- - 
tion, received the care and instruction of the Assistant. The - 
experiment was not successful. 


While it is hardly necessary to make a special report of » 
the various schools, it may be well to call attention to a few - 
facts referring to them. 


The regularity of the sessions of the High School for - 
several years is worthy of special notice. A reason is sel- 
dom found for shortening or omitting the usual school hours. 
The change in the time of promoting classes has happily re- 
sulted in keeping in the school a larger propeortion of the - 
pupils. The membership at the opening of the spring term 
was ninety, only ten of whom have since left school, and 
these all left during the summer vacation. The graduating — 
class of this year numbers twenty-three, the largest class that. 
has graduated from the school. 


Substantial progress has been made in the department : 
of language in all grades. Results in the higher grades show » 
that there has been improvement all along the line. 


The progress in music gives evidence of intelligent su- 
pervision and thorough instruction. The enthusiasm of Mr. 
Cutter, the musical instructor, is shared by the teachers, 
who cordially carry out his plans. In the High School, he 
gives all the instruction in this branch. It was thought best. 
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to postpone a musical festival by pupils of the Intermediate 
and Primary schools until next November. Before this re- 
port reaches the public, there will be an opportunity for 
those who desire, to see something of the work in music in 
the various schools, on the closing day of the term. 


Music readers have been introdnced into the Upper 
Primary Schools, giving the teachers less work in copying 
and the pupils much more practice in reading music and in 
singing. Far greater advancement has been the result. 

The following is a statement of the purchase and dis— 


tribution of text books and supplies the last year. In the

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SCHOOL ACCOMMODATIONS. 


The generosity of the town has enabled us to increase 
the facilities for the study of chemistry and natural philoso- 
phy in the High School, by the addition of a laboratory, 
which was much needed. The room taken for this purpose 
is the eastern room on the same floor as the High School. 
The classes have enjoyed its advantages for a few weeks 
only, as its preparation occupied a long time. The thanks 
of the town and school are due to the Principal, Mr. Mac- . 
Donald, who spent many hours in bringing the laboratory to 
its present condition. Except as ‘‘Labor is its own reward,” 
his work has been unremunerated. 

The use of this room as a laboratory made it necessary 
to provide a place for the Central Intermediate school, which 
formerly occupied it. This was done by finishing a room in 
the hall at the southern end, thereby spoiling the hall for 
purposes of exhibition, when a large number wish to be 
present. 

Increased school accommodations at the Centre are very 
desirable, and, in a short time they will be indispensable. 

During the last year, the ceiling of one of the rooms in 
the High School building has been renewed, the outside of 
the building has been painted and otherwise repaired, and 
new fences have been built at the East and South houses. 

The schools in the North house have been discontinued 
several times for want of sufficient heat. The furnaces in 
that building are so nearly worn out that they cannot be 
used another winter. When the weather was unusually cold 
they were taxed to their utmost capacity, and they have 
failed to make the rooms comfortable. It will be necessary 
to provide other means of heating in future. We recom= 
mend steam-heating, which has proved effectual in the Town 
House and High School building. No other special repairs 
are called for. | 
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In conclusion, we recommend for the ensuing year, the 
following appropriations :

To the Overseers of the Poor of the Town of Stoneham: 


I wish to congratulate my fellow citizens for the happy 
immunity which they have enjoyed from contagious or epi- 
demic diseases amongst their public wards during the past 
year. 

And here it may not be amiss to remark upon the pride 
or self respecting independence of the unfortunates who have 
never called for the services of your appointee, except in 
cases thoroughly deserving, in other words that you have. 
not among you a class who take advantage of a public char- 
ity—to abuse it. 

The larger part of calls made this year have been out- 
side the Poor Farm, and those mostly upon chronic cases. 
But that you and the public may be accurately informed, a 
record of the visits in tabulated form is herewith appended :.

We have to chronicle no very great change in the course 
of events at the Public Library, during the past year. Still 
we believe that a fair amount of progress has been made, 
which, though it cannot be definitely demonstrated, serves 
to keep this institution abreast of the times, and in condition 
to supply the wants of its patrons.

At the annual meeting in April it was voted to raise and 
appropriate $5,000 for the reduction of the Town Debt. At 
subsequent meetings several thousand dollars were appro- 
priated for various purposes, which rendered it impossible to 
pay the above-named amount, without issuing a new note 
for the new appropriations. 

It was therefore thought better to pay all appropriations 
from the amounts raised in April, and reduce the debt as 
much as possible with the balance remaining; accordingly 
the debt has been reduced but $2,000, leaving the total 
debt $57,100; of this $20,000 is due Newburyport Institution 
for Savings at 4 per eeut., and the balance of $37,000 is held 
by the Stoneham Five Cent Savings Bank, $10,000 of which 
is at the rate of 5 per cent., and the balance at 4 per cent., 
and the note of the Stoneham Public Library for $100 at 6 
per cent. | 

The debt is now so arranged that it will be due in sums of 
$5,000 each year, and I would recommend the appropriation 
of that amount annually for the payment of the same.

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To THE CITIZENS OF STONEHAM: 


We submit the following report of our doings, on the var- 
ious matters coming before your hoard during the year 
ending Febuary 28, 1889. In this report will be found the 
statement of Hon. Onslow Gilmore, town treasurer,. to 
which you are referred for a report of the town’s financial 
condition. 


HIGHWAYS. 


Your board voted to place the roads in charge of John 
Hill, under the direction ot the Selectmen, and the work was 
carried on to the entire satisfaction of the board. The ap- 
propriation was expended on the following named streets : 
Elm Street, Montvale Avenue, Flint Avenue, Spring Street, 
Green Street, Woodland Street, Ravine Street, Pond Street. 
Franklin Street (between Summer and Pond Streets) and 
Main Street. Onaccount of the heavy rains in the early 
spring, one end of the stone bridge under William Street 
had to be rebuilt. 

The stone bridge on High Street will have to be rebuilt 
this year. 

The stone bridges on Washington Street and Hancock 
Street were rebuilt in a thorough manner. 
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The bridge across Gilmore Street, and the drain through 
land of W. W. Child and Moses Downs fell in and we were 
obliged to rebuild it for some distance. We believe it is now 
in a substantial condition. This work however took a good 
deal of highway money and made very little show for its 
expenditure. 

Your attention is again called to the necessity of properly 
repairing Franklin Street from Pleasant Street to the Mel- 
rose Line. For such an important Avenue, leading to an 
adjoining town, it is in-a disgraceful condition. 


STONE CRUSHER. 


Believing that with the scarcity of good road material it 
was for the interest of the town to utilize the material at 
hand in such abundance, the board hired a steam drill 
and stone crusher to work in the pit on Pond Street, and 
have prepared for use the coming season a large amount of 
crushed stone, the best material we can have. 

It seems to us, however, far better for the town to own 
its own drill and crusher, so that it may be had for use when 
desirable, or in the dull season preparing material for use in 
the busy season of road repairing, and we recommend that 
the town purchase a drill, crusher and boiler for use in the 
highway department. | : 


GUIDE BOARDS. 


The law requiring us to report tu the Town in relation to 
Guide Boards, Sect. 4, Chap. 53, Public Statutes, is hereby 
complied with, and we believe that at the present time the 
Guide Boards are all in good condition and are erected at all 
places required by law. 
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DRAINS. 


By vote of the town instructing the Selectmen to construct, 
a public drain, as laid out on Maple Street and Wright 
Street, has been constructed of brick 23 feet by 3 feet, egg 
shape, and connects with the old drain which is constructed 
in the same manner, at a point opposite the Whiting estate. 
This drain could have been constructed inside the: appro- 
priation if it had not been for meeting quicksands and a 
severe storm during the construction of the same. Some 
portion of the old drain through Jand of Richard Plummer 
has also been rebuilt. 1t may be necessary at some time to 
continue this work to the culvert at Hersam street. No fear 
need be felt of any overflow here on account of the new 
drain, as during all the severe storms of the past season it 
has taken care of the water easily. 

Spring Street drain, at junction of Charles Street, which 
was referred to tne Selectmen. We would recommend that 
there be a well hole and grate at the corner of Charles and 
Spring Streets, and a 12-inch pipe to be laid to connect with 
the pipe now laid ov Charles Street, or to drain at the ecr- 
ner of Spring and Washington Streets. 


STREET LIGHTS. 


The street lights have been cared for during the year by 
William Breagey for the sum of $895. 

By vote of the Town, instructing the Selectmen to light 
a portion of its streets with electric lights, we would say 
that owing to the delay in erecting the same we have put 
in place more lights than recommended. 9 arc and 385 in- 
candescents. We recommend that this system of lighting 
be continued. |

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SIDEWALKS. 


MAIN STREET. 


A concrete sidewalk, voted by the Town, between Hersam 
und Elm streets, on the west side of Main street, has been 
constructed with edgestones, and now we have about one 


mile of continuous sidewalk from Elm to Marble streets. . 


This has been much needed and is one of the greatest im- 
provements ever made in town. 


CONCRETE SIDEWALKS AND GUTTERS. 


Some of the gutters are sadly in need of repairs. In 
changing the grade of the streets it causes a change of the 
vutters. Some of the gutters have been very poorly con- 
structed, and this year we can say that the work has been 
better than in former years. The work had to be done 
according to specification and was examined before paid for. 
We would recommend the usual appropriation for sidewalks 
and gutters. 


LICENSES FOR SHOWS. 


Three permits have been given to exhibit shows during 
the year. One to Healy & Bigelow, proprietors of Indian 
Show, for ten dollars; one to Circus Royal for ten dollars, 
und one to Henry Rusha, Dime Show, for five dollars, and 
the money turned into the treasury. 


CLAIMS FOR DAMAGES. 


On the claim of Mrs. Lavina Dike, your board voted to 
pay her $25.00, in addition to the sidewalk assessment, 
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$58.83, in full settlement of the said claim, and she accepted 
the above offer. 

The ease of Michael Hurley against the town was contest- 
ed in court and the jury brought in a verdict of $400 against 
the town. 


LYMAN DIKE’S SIDEWALK CASE. 


(Referred to the Selectmen for settlement). 


Horace Green, Tax Collector, came to the Selectmen and 
stated that a former Board of Selectmen had over assessed 
Lyman Dike for construction of sidewalk on Franklin street, 
and we abated the assessment from $75.07 to $62.25, one 
per cent of the valuation of his estate, and we will state 
that this was in March, 1887, when this assessment was 
levied and Mr. Dike was one of the selectmen at that time. 
The Collector took the corrected bill of $62.25 and he 
refused to pay again, though having agreed to if the abate- 
ment was made. Then Mr. Dike came before the selectmen 
and asked us to abate $9.13, that he claimed he had paid in 
1862. We searched the records and found an assessment 
levied in 1864 to Lyman Dike and others, and all were 
marked paid but Lyman Dike’s and one other. With 
no evidence to show its payment we did not feel authorized 
to make the abatement.

This makes cost and interest $14.9], and this is what 
Mr. Dike asked the town to refund. As the interest and 
costs arose wholly from Mr. Dike’s refusal to pay the assess- 
ment at the proper time the board could not see that it 
ought to refund the amount asked. We have another side- 
walk tax against him that we understand he refuses to pay. 
This is the form that he applied for the sidewalk :

Heport of Board of Health. 
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To THE CITIZENS OF STONEHAM: 


Stoneham has been very fortunate during the year, very 
few cases of contagious diseases being reported. Ten cases 
of scarlet fever and two cases of diphtheria. Most of the 
complaints received by the board have been caused by ne- 
elected sink drains and privies, but in most cases they have 
been promptly abated, when ordered by the board. Consid- 
erable complaint arising from the bad odors coming from the 
‘‘Sweetwater” brook, the Board gave it their ‘attention and 
deemed it advisable to clean the bed of the brook, which was 
done in a thorough manner nearly to the turn-table of the 
Pace, iW. K. 

The work should be continued under the Railroad and 
through to drain between property of Lyman Dike and 
Dennis Daley, as the drain is partially stopped and has 
caused considerable discomfort from flooding of cellars, and 
threatened the basement of Drew & Buswell’s factory. 


CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. 


The attention of citizens is called to recent legislation 
concerning contagious diseases ; 
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Sect. lt. Whena householder knows that #2 person 
within bis family is sick of small-pox, diphtheria, scarlet 
fever or any other disease dangerous to the public health, he 
shall immediately give notice thereof to the Selectmen or 
Board of Health of the town in which he dwells; and upon 
the death, recovery, or removal of such person, the rooms 
occupied and the articles used by him shall be dismfected by 


such householder in a manner approved by the Board of 


Health. Any person neglecting or refusing to compty with 
either of the above provisions shall forfeit a sam not exceed- 
ing one hundred dollars. 

Secr. 2. When a physician knows that a person whom 
he is called to visit is infected with small-pox, diphtheria, 
scarlet fever, or any other disease dangerous to public 
health, be shall tamediately give notice to the Selectmen or 
Board of Health of the town; and if he refuses or neglects to 
give such notice he-sball forfeit for each offence not less than 
fifty nor more than two hundred dollars. 

Secr. 3. The Boards of Health in the several cities and 
towns shall cause a record to be kept of all reports received 
in pursuance of the preceding sections, and such record 
shall contain the names of all persons who are sick, the lo- 
valitiés in which they live. the diseases with which they are 
affected, together with the date aud pames of the persons re- 
porting any such cases. The Boards of Health shall give 


the School Committee inmediate information of all cases of 


contagious dis tase reported to them according to the provis- 
ions of this act. 


Acts oF 1883, CHap. 124. 


Seer. 2. No railrond corporation or other common car- 
rier or person, shall convey orcause to be conveyed, through 
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or from any city or town in this Commonwealth, the remains 
of any person who has died of small pox. scarlet fever, diph- 
theria, or typhoid fever, until such body has heen so encas- 
_ed and prepared as to preclude any danger of communicat- 
ing the disease to others by its transportation; and no local 
registrar or clerk shall give a permit for the removal of 
such body until he has received from the Board of Health 
of the city, or the Selectmen ofthe town, where the death 
occurred, a certificate, stating the cause of death, and that 
said body has been prepared in the manner set forth in this 
section which certificate shall be delivered to the agent or 
person who receives the body. 

By the above it will be seen that itis the duty of the 
Selectmen, acting as a Board of Health, to keep a record of 
«ll cases reported to them. | 


REMOVAL OF BODIES OF DECEASED PERSONS. 


Acts or 1888, CuHapr. 306. 


An Act relating to the Certificates and Registry of Deaths, 
and the burial and removal of bodies of deceased persons. 

Be it. enacted hy the Senate and House of Representatives 
in General Court assembled, and by the authority of the 
same, as follows: 

Secr. 1. Section three of chapter thirty-two of Public Stat- 
utes, requiring attending physicians to furnish for registration 
certain facts relating to deceased persons, isamended so as 
to read as follows :—Section 38. A physician who has attend- 
ed a person during his last illness shall, when requested, 
forthwith furnish for registration, a certificate stating, to the 
best of his knowledge and belief, the name of the deceased, 
his age, the disease of which he died, the duration of his last 
sickness, and the date of his disease. If a physician neg- 
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lects or refuses to make a certificate, as aforesaid, he shall he 
punished by a fine not exceeding fifty dollars. 

Srcr. 2. Section five of said chapter, prohibiting the 
burial or removal of a human hody until a proper certificate 
is furnished, is amended so as to read as follows :--Sec-_ 
tion 5.—No undertaker, sexton or other person shall bury 
in a city or town or remove therefrom the body of a deceased 
person until he has received a permit so to do from the 
board of health or its duly appointed agent, or, if there is 
no board of health in such a city or town, from the city or 
town clerk. No such permit shall be issued until there has 
been delivered to such board or agent or clerk, as the case 
may be, a satisfactory written statement containing the facts 
required by this chapter to be returned and recorded, to- 
gether with the certificate of the attending physician, if any, 
us required by section three of this chapter, or in lieu there~ 
of a certificate as hereinafter provided. If there is no at- 
tending physician, or if the certificate of the atten- 
ding physician can not be obtained, for good and »suffi- 
cient reasons, early enough for the purpose, the chairman of 
the Board of Health or any physician employed by a city or 
town for the purpose shall, upon request of said board, 
ugent or clerk, make such certificate as is required of the at- 
tending physician ; and in case of death by violence, the 
medical examiner shall, if requested, make the same. When 
such satisfactory statement and certificate are delivered to 
the board of health or to its agent, the board or agent shall 
forthwith countersign and transmit the same to the clerk or 
register for registration. 

The person to whom the permit is so given shall there- 
after furnish for registration any other information as to the 
deceased or to the manner and cause of the death, as the 
clerk or registrar may require. Any person violating any of 
the provisions of this section shall be punished by a fine 
not exceeding fifty dollars. [Approved May 4, 1888. 
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Owing to the above change in the law, the Board of Health 
have issued since June 3rd, by its clerk, permits for burial in 
sixty-two cases, and the proper certificate forwarded with the 
return to the Town Clerk for record.

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There are eight regular police officers, six of them being 
uniformed. 

During the past year but little day duty has been done, 
and that confined principally to holidays and Sunday. At 
nights from one to three officers have been on, according to 
the best judgment of the chief, but we have found ourselves 
at fault many times. On nights when we thought we had 
reason to expect crowds, none came, and other nights when 
the officers were called in at 11 p. m., the disturbances came 
later. 

We are fully satisfied ourselves that the only proper and 
safe way for a place of this size is to have a regular day and 
night police. 

For several years past we have had a series of breaks into 
shoe factories. It was thought for a long time to be the 
work of in-town parties, and considerable time was spent 
with that understanding, but after the break into the factory 
of Orin’ Hanscom, the police were well satisfied that it 
was done by out of town parties, and the State Police were 
notified of all breaks and desoription of all goods stolen. At 
last the party was caught at Lowell and most, if not all, the 
factory breaks were traced to him. 

As usual we have found a good deal of trouble in  obtain- 
ing evidence in cases of violation of the liquor laws. Many 
pronounced temperance people have refused to give any in- 
formation unless we would agree not to use their names in 
connection with the case. They give asa reason that it will 
hurt their trade, or their buildings, or other property will be 
destroyed. Now it has seemed to us, that in a community 
like this it is é2me that all good, law-abiding citizens should 
be willing to do what they can, in regard to the enforcement 
of all laws. The officers are always ready to prosecute or 
arrest all violators of the law, but the police are blamed 
many times without reason. They know that it does not pay 
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to take parties into court on mere rumor or suspicion. That 
does not convict. 

We would recommend for the police department for the 
ensuing year, that the town raise and appropriate the sum 
of two thousand dollars ($2000.) This amount with the 
court fees would furnish one day and two night police.

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Report of Trustees of Public Library. 


To THE CITIZENS OF STONEHAM :-— 

The Trustees of the Public Library respectfully submit 
their annual report, as follows : 

During the year but little change has taken place in the 
management or affairs of the Library. 

Our faithful and efficient Librarian, Mrs. Boyce, has been 
retained, and has pertormed the duties of her position in her 
usual excellent manner, being ably assisted by Mrs. Green. 

The annual appropriation for the purchase of new books 
has been expended as judiciously as was in the power of the 
committee. Such works were procured as were considered 
most reliable and furnished the readers the most benefit and 
recreation, care being taken to exclude those that would 
tend to have a demoralizing effect upon the reader. Though 
our means may be somewhat limited, we feel that in point 
of excellence of its works, our library will compare favorably 
with any like institution in our surrounding towns. 

In June toilet accommodations were added to the library, 
and these much needed improvements have caused a_ slight 
increase in our rent. It was found necessary to rearrange 
the Library to conform with the new order of things. The 
waiting room has been made slightly smaller, but a consid- 
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erable amount of shelf room has been acquired by the change 
and will be sufficient for a number of years to come. 

The number of persons taking books from the Library was 
found to be much smaller in the summer than winter months, 
uad on this account the Trustees have:deemed it advisable to 
change the time for closing the library for the annual exam- 
ination of books. Hereafter.the library will be closed for 
that purpose for four weeks, commencing about July 15th. 
In this manner fewer of our readers will be discommoded 
and the Librarian will have an opportunity to enjoy a_ brief 
vacation during the heated térm. 

The Trustees recommend that the same appropriation be 
granted for the ensuing year as were made for the past year.

To THE CiTIZENS OF STONEMAM: 

The Almshouse and Farm has been under the charge of 
Daniel W. Partridge, and wife, as Superintendent and 
Matron, since April last, and their management has been so 
successful and satisfactory that their services have been  se- 
cured for another year. The whole number provided for 
at the farm the past year has been 27, of whom 3. have died, 
viz: George A. Williams, Caroline Noonan und John B. 
Stinson. Mr. Stinson was found suffering from a stroke of 
paralysis at bis home on Marble street, where he had lived 
alone for several years. In the absence of friends to care 
for him he was removed to the Almshouse, where he died. 
A relative and a resident of an adjoining town, upon learn- 
ing the circumstances came forward and-assumed the expen- 
ses incurred. The expenses of one has been paid by his 
children and nine have been discharged, leaving the present 
number fifteen, as shown in annexed tables.

The great increase in the expense of this class of patients 
is from demands made upon the town by the State Board of 
Lunacy and Charity, of over four years standing, for the 
support of Eliza C. Green and Hattie A. Chase, amounting 
to nearly thirteen hundred dollars, making the total cost for 
insane the past year, $2,232.82, which is nearly one-half of 
the whole amount appropriated for the support of the poor. 
At the present time there is only’ six in hospitals at the towns

TRAMPS. 


Ninety-nine tramps have been furnished with food and 
lodgings the past year at an expense of $24.75. 

The Wakefield Water .Company, having extended the 
water main on Elm street, as far as the Poor Farm, your 
overseers caused service pipes to be laid to the house and 
barn, and we now have what has long been needed, a never- 
failing supply of pure water. For the better security 
against fire the engineers of the fire department have placed 
at the farm five hundred feet of hose, with the necessary 
pipes, etc., which in case of need can be quickly laid to the 
hydrant on Elm street. 

In closing we desire to call the attention of the town to 
the necessity of an addition to the Almshouse, or hospital, 
which would be a much more appropriate name for the insti- 
tution. With so large a number of aged and infirm patients 
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we are sorely pressed for suitable and comfortable quarters. 
At the present time every room is occupied, and with the 
advent of a new comer, which occurs quite frequently, great 
inconvenience is experienced. We would suggest that a wing 
be added to the westerly end of the main house, 32x40 feet, 
two stories high, containing 15 rooms, beside a bath and 
store room, and would recommend an appropriation ef $3000 
for that purpose. 

We have the pleasure of presenting the annual report. of 
the Town Physician, W. F. Stevens, M. D., and respectfully 
request a generous consideration of so muchas refers to the 

interest of our enfeebled poor.

TOWN PHYSIGIAN'S REPORT. 


To the Overseers of the Poor of the Town of Stoneham : 

Gentlemen:—In making my yearly report, L would like 
to impress upon you the necessity of better accommodations 
for the sick at the Almshouse. At present the conveniences 
for that class are sadly defective. 

After fifteen years’ experience at our Poor Farm I feel 
justified in saying that it is absolutely necessary some addi- 
tion should be made to the buildings, ip order that special 


. 
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apartments may be provided for hospital purposes. Natur- 
ally a large portion of the permanent town charges are old 
and infirm, and necessarily liable to chronic diseases. 

This being the case we may expect quite a large percent- 
age to require extra care, and such surroundings as are de- 
manded by the sick. You have now but one room at all 
udapted for the care of the ailing, and as frequently there 
are several requiring medical attention at the same time, an 
injustice is done to the patient, and the matron is liable to 
be censured for a neglect for which she is not at all respon- 
sible. 

As last year, so this, there has been a remarkable freedom 
from epidemic diseases. Most of the cases treated by your 
appointee being of a chronic nature.

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Report of scjool bommite. 


To THE CITIZENS OF STONEMAM: 


The School Committee herewith respectfully present their 
annual report. 

No essential change has been made in the management of 
our schools within the past year. Signs of improvement 
and progress have not been lacking and their condition com- 
_ pares favorably with that of a year ago. The teachers have 
been progressive and have not remained satisfied with their 
teaching, when they could find means to correct and improve 
it. 

A meeting of the Teachers’ Association has been held each 
month, for the discussion of subjects connected with school- 
work. By a plan arranged at the beginning of the year, all 
the teachers have done something towards making the meet- 
ings profitable, and they have been most profitable to those 
who have taken the most active part in them. Besides the 
discussion of educational topics, original and selected papers 
have been read, and teaching exercises have been given to 
classes of children. The Association is indebted to Mr. 
George A. Walton, agent of the State Board of Education, 
for an address upon general principles of teaching ; the exer- 
vises have also been varied by interesting accounts of excur- 

10 
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sions made by two of the teachers, one to Washington and 
the other to California. The meetings have been more help- 
ful than they were in the preceding year, by reason of the 
larger number actively interested in them. It is possible 
that even now, there are several teachers who have endured 
rather than enjoyed them, on account of their timidity in 
presence of other teachers. 

The number of citizens who know much of the character 
of our schools from frequent visits to them is not large. We 
do not like to attribute this state of affairs to indifference to 
the welfare of the schools, but we prefer to consider it a 
mark uf confidence in their management. This view seems 
reasonable, when we notice that any jarring of the machinery 
is apt to call out obrervers and critics. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


We are glad to record no change of Principal or First 
Assistant. The place of Second Assistant has not been so 
permanently filled. In the summer, Miss Alice Walton, who 
had taught as Second Assistant for one year, resigned her 
position to accept a more agreeable one in a private school. 
Miss Charlotte I. Keith, a graduate of Wellesley College, 
was appointed to fill the vacancy. Miss Keith served the 
school very acceptably until within a few weeks, when she 
was obliged to discontinue her work on account of the Joss 
of her voice. She will resume her duties as soon as possible. 
At present, her place is supplied by Miss Helen Harrington. 

The laboratory has proved very serviceable. Its advan- 
tages have been well improved and its use fora single year 
only, has made it seem indispensable to the school. It is 
now fairly equipped anda small amount of money yearly 
will meet its needs. 
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The average number belonging to the High School the 
past year has been 73 ; average attendance 70. 


GRAMMAR SCHOOL. 


For several years, changes of teachers have not often oc- 
cured to interrupt the work of the Grammar School. To this 
circumstance must be attributed, ina large degree, the ex- 
cellent condition of the school and the good quality of its 
work. A boy or girl of average capacity upon graduating 
from the Grammar School, if he has improved his opportun- 
ities, should have the wish and the ability to educate him- 
self further by systematic reading and study at home. In 
securing this result, the public library is of great service. 
In connection with the studies of Geography and History, 
aside from the books for reference and collateral] reading fur- 
aished to the schools, a large number of books are taken 
from the library. The pupils are taught how and what to 
select relative to the subjects under consideration. Besides 
the increased pleasure and profit thus gained by the pupils 
while in school, a direction is given to their reading at home 
and a taste for good books is cultivated. 

The number of pupils in the Second class, at the begin- 
ning of the year, was, as usual at that season, too large for 
one teacher, and no better arrangement could be made than 
to provide desks in the hall for a division numbering twenty 
and to employ Miss Martha A. Putney as an additional 
teacher. ‘The plan proved more successful than a similar 
one of the preceding year, and had a few of the parents con- 
tined their murmurs within reasonable limits, it would have 
been more profitable and agreeable to all concerned. The 
committee were subjected to unnecessary annoyances rela- 
tive to the division of the class, but in trying to act as_ their 
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judgment directed, they were unable to consult either their 
own or other’s personal preferences. 

There are always some members of the Second Class who 
find employment during the summer vaeation ; this makes it | 
possible, at the. opening of the fall term, to unite the two 
divisions under the instruction of the regular teacher. 

This question of the division of the Second Class will prob- 
ably arise annuaily, and its decision will not be easy until. 
the class is large enough to justify the employment of 
two teachers throughout the year; its difficulties will not en- 
tirely vanish until a suitable place is provided for the Cent- 
ral Intermediate School outside the High School building, 
thus leaving a room for a class of the Grammar School. 

The average number belonging for the year has been 150; 
average attendance, 145. 


INTERMEDIATE AND PRIMARY SCHOOLS. 


We were sorry to receive, in November, the resignation 
of Miss Carrie B. Curtis, teacher of the Central Upper 
Primary School. She had taught successfully in our Prim- 
ary schools for more than seven years, and had won to an 
unusual degree the love of the children. 

To fill the vacancy in the Central Upper Primary, Miss 
Fannie F. Curtis was transferred to that school from the 
school of the same grade at the south. The teachers of the 
South Lower Primary were each transferred to a higher 
grade and a vacancy was thus left in the school for the 
youngest children. We were so fortunate as to secure for a 
tencher Miss Bertha E. Messer, who had the qualifications 
of a Normal training and two years’ experience in primary 
work. | 

The plan of having schools tor the special instruetion of 


j 
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the youngest children works admirably, and it would be a 
serious misfortune to the schools if this arrangement should 
be disturbed. It is much better for the little children, dur- 
ing the first few months of their school-life to receive the 
whole attention of a teacher than to share it with those who 
are a year or more in advance of them. By the _ present 
plan, more careful beginnings can be made and the children 
can be kept from forming many habits that will make their 
future progress more difficult. The other section of the 
school can also do better work it the youngest children are 
withdrawn to another room. 


UNGRADED SCHOOLS. 


_ The Wyoming School has been under the instruction of 
the same teacher who, for many years, has faithfully devoted 
herself to its interests. 

The North Street School has been fortunate in having had 
no change of teacher for the past year and a half. 

Both these schools have been. improved in the last few 
years, by reducing the number of classes, thereby lessening 
the number of daily exercises. This change has been of 
great advantage, as the teachers are now able to give more 
time to each class and to do better work. 

The average number belonging to the Wyoming School 
has been 21; to the North Street, 19. 


MUSIC. 


The teaching of music has remained under the direction 
of Mr. Cutter, who has so well performed the duties of 
musical instructor for the past seven years. Notwithstand- 
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ing his occasional words of farewell to the teachers and pup- 
ils, he is still occupied in our schools, and we trust he will 
continue his work for the present. Much interest is taken 
in this branch of study and the time devoted to it is well and 
happily spent. 


TRUANCY. 


Some cases of truancy have called for decisive action. and 
two boys are now serving sentences in the Lowell Reform 
Scnool. To pay the expenses of these boys some money 
has been drawn from the school appropriation, no special ap- 
propriation for such a purpose having been made. The 
School Committee desire instructions upon this point, as they 
are in doubt whether or not the appropriation for schools 
should thus be drawn upon. These expenses must be met 
in some way, if the law relating to truancy is to be enforced. 
We recommend that at the next annual town meeting some 
action be taken to decide the question. 

Another obstinate case has been kept from the Reform 
School by the efforts and tact of one of the teachers. In 
this case, the mother seemed determined to allow her child 
to live inthe streets, and much credit is due to the teacher 
who counteracted this design. 

Truancies have been confined to a small number of chil- 
dren but with this number the patience of the teachers and 
truant officers has been sufficiently taxed. 

The following is a brief statement of the cost of text- 
books and supplies that have been distributed the past year : 


TEXT BOOKS.

To THE CITIZENS OF STONEHAM :— 


The Annual Report of the Trustees of the Public Library 
is herewith respectfully presented : 

Thirty-one years ago the people ot Stoneham were re- 
quested to appropriate a sum of money for the establish- 
ment of a Public Library. Such institutions were not com- 
mon at that time, and ours was to be one of the first, but, 
the citizens, ready to fall in line in the onward march of 
Progress, readily granted an appropriation, and the Library 
was soon put in working order. It has proved to be a suc- 
cessful experiment, for its history is one of uninterrupted 
prosperity. It increases in usefulness year by year, and we 
have learned to look upon it as a necessity, knowing it to be 
a most effectual means of education, It walks hand in hand 
with church and school, supplementing and aiding them in 
their work. It is of great assistance to the student by af- 
fording him ample opportunities to continue his researches 
beyond the narrow limits of school text-books, and, to him 
who has been less fortunate in educational advantages, it is 
of inestimable value, offering information in agreeable and 
easily digested form. 
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Much care has been taken to expend judiciously the sum 
appropriated for new books. Many volumes are published 
yearly, and, as we are able to buy only a small portion of 
these, it is necessary to exercise judgment and discrimina- 
tion in the selection; for fresh volumes must be added to 
each department of literature, in order to satisfy the needs 
and demands of different tastes. However, the trustees are 
unanimous in rejecting the so-called ‘‘trash.” Books having 
an immoral tendency, or so highly overwrought as to have 
a pernicious influence on the reader, like too highly seasoned 
food are actually injurious, while wholesome literature can- 
not fail to stimulate and strengthen. It is to be hoped that 
those who enjoy only sensational productions may learn to 
recognize and appreciate the value of a really good book. 
‘The present age is unusually rich in juvenile literature, and 
no boy nor girl need pass the time in idleness, while the 
Library shelves are filled with attractive and beneficial books 
for the young. | 


It is a mutter for regret that we have no suitable Reading 
Room connected with our Library. It is true a few people 
avail themselves of the scanty advantages offered, but the 
apartment at present occupied by the Library is so small 
that in the evening it is apt to become so crowded 
that it is inconvenient for people who wish to remain to read, 
both on accotint of the scarcity of room, and the confusion 
which unavoidably attends the reception and delivery of 
books. A Reading Room is of great benefit to a town, as it 
offers a suitable and attractive place for men and women to 
pass a profitable evening in company with a good book, 
- magazine or paper. It is of special value in a manufactur- 

ing town, where so many of the people live in boarding- 
houses, and being deprived of the pleasures of home, seek 
for recreation and entertainment elsewhere. Let us hope 
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then, that in the near future, we may see our Public Libra- 
ry established in commodious rooms well fitted with the — 
modern improvements. 

As usual, Mrs. M. H. Boyce has discharged the duties of 
Librarian in a faithful and efficient manner. She has been 
ably assisted by Miss Emma Chubbuck. 

It is recommended that the usual apprepriation be grant- 
ed for the ensuing year. 

On account of the change in the time of closing the Li- 
brary for the examination ot books, the statistics appended 
will be found to extend only from March 1889 to August 
1889. Hereafter the statistical year will commence in 
August.

The Engineers of the Fire Department respectfully sub- 
mit this report for the year ending January 28th, 1890. 


The department has been called, out fourteen times.

The department was called out by a false 
alarm caused by blowing of FitzGerald’s gong. 


January 2d, 1890. The department was called out by an 
alarm of fire in a dwelling house on Main street owned by 
Charles Hadley. Cause of fire, burning out of chimney. No 
damage. 


There has been added to the department the past year 
one hose wagon; making two hose wagons, one horse hose 
carriage, one hand carriage, one H. L. truck and one steam- 
er. The department is in need of more hose. ‘There are 
only 1100 feet of No. 1 hose, 1000 feet of fair hose and 
2000 feet of poor hose. In case of a large fire we could 
not depend on more than 2000 feet, for, with a high pressure, 
our poor hose would burst. 


The board recommend the purchase of 2000 feet of cotton 
hose. 


The houses are in very good repair. 


In our last report we recommended an electric fire alarm, 
for with our present alarm it is impossible to locate a fire, 
and as delays are dangerous, we again recommend that the 
town introduce an electric fire alarm. 


In closing our report we wish to return our sincere thanks 
to the honorable board of Selectmen, and to the police and 
the citizens of the town for their generous support of the de- 
partment. 


We also wish to extend to the officers and members of 
the department our sincere thanks for their prompt response 
to all alarms.

Your Selectmen respectfully submit for your inspection 
the following report and statement cf their doings for the 
financial year ending January 28th, 1890. 


The indications of prosperity far exceeding that of any 
former time is everywhere apparent in our town, and it is 
most gratifying to know that this is the case. Let the peo- 
ple of Stoneham stand by each other and keep the ball roll- 
ing. Now is the time for each one to do his part, and use 
his influence in the good work. There is much to be done, 
but if all will lend their aid it makes it easy work. Stone- 
ham must come to the front, and it must be done by all giv- 
ing all possible help; let no party prejudices interfere with 
the interests of Stoneham, but let all vote on any measure 
that shall be for the public good. 


In this report will be found the statement of Hon. 
Onslow Gilmore, Town Treasurer, to which you are re- 
ferred for a report of the town’s financial condition. 


HIGHWAYS. 


In accordance with Chapter 98, Section 1, of the Acts 
and Resolves of Mass., 1889, your Selectmen appointed 
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William H. Sprague, Superintendent of Streets, under the 
direction of the Selectmen. Mr. Sprague has used good 
judgment in laying out his work, much of which being 
where there were no defined lines, and the services of an 
engineer were necessary to establish the proper lines and give 
the grades. His careful personal attention bas been given, 
and the work so far as he has been able to do, is done to the 
entire satisfaction of the Selectmen. 

We refer you to the report of the Superintendent of 
Streets for details of the general work. 


FRANKLIN STREET. 


In accordance with the vote of the town, Franklin 
street has been rebuilt from the Melrose line to Outram’s 
House. The street has been built according to the grade 
established on the town plans. <A heavy cut had to be made 
for three hundred and fifty feet, which was mostly through a 
ledge and averaging nearly five feet. The material taken 
from this cut was used for filling and grading in low places. 
This makes a very great and much needed improvement in 
this street. . 

We recommend that the work be continued on this 
street, and that an appropriation of two thousand dollars be 
made for that purpose. 


BRIDGES. 
The Stone Bridges on High street, also on Waverly 
street, have been rebuilt in a thorough manner. 


SIDEWALKS. 

A concrete sidewalk voted by the town has been construct- 
edfrom Main street to Lincoln street on the north side of 
Hancock street. A good sidewalk has been constructed from 
Main street to Hill street on the north side of Marble street.

The Selectmen recommend that the matter of sidewalks 
and crossings be given special attention, and that a liberal 
appropriation be made for continuing this work, as there is 
no way that money can be expended to better advantage for 
public good. | 
CATCH BASINS. 

Ten catch basins built of brick, with stone curbs and 
heavy iron grates: 2 each at Gould, Pleasant, Pomeworth, 
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Central and Main streets, have been constructed by the town. 
Tho Boston & Maine Railroad Company, Lowell Division, 
furnished and laid the pipe, thus disposing of the water from 
the gutters and crossings in a proper way. This is an im- 
provement that has long been needed. 


STONE CRUSHER. 


In accordance with the vote of the town, the stone 
crusher has been set up in a substantial manner, and pro-— 
perly housed, and is now in perfect running order. Its 
capacity is to crush about 120 tons of rock per day, and 
there is material enough in back of the crusher to last ten 
years, now owned by the town. This plant is far better 
than any other stone-crushing establishment in any of the 
adjoining towns or cities. 


PINE STREET. 


In accordance with a vote of the town, the Pine street 
drain has been constructed in a substantial and thorough 
manner. 

The Selectmen appointed a meeting with S. B. Bod- 
well, Jr., Railroad Master First Division of the Boston & 
Maine Railroad, Lowell System, and together inspected the 
Pine street drain; an agreement was finally made with Mr. 
Bodwell to meet us with such a drain as we would construct. 
The following is a description of the work done, viz: a new 
stone culvert, 3 feet wide and 4 feet high, has been built 
across Pine street; the bottom was lowered so that the 
height of water is reduced 4 1-2 feet. A brick catch basin 
has been constructed on the east side of Pine street, sur- 
rounded by a stone curb and covered with a heavy iron 
grating. The catch basin is connected with two 18 inch 
stone drain pipes that conduct the water through under the 
Railroad to the open drain on the east side. We have also 
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filled in the very unhealthy square, called Gerry Court, and 
brought it up to grade, thus making a guod solid road-bed 
and effectually remedying its unhealthy condition. This is 
something that has long been needed and there is _ still very 
much more of this kind of work that should be done in other 
locations. 

We are pleased to state that we have found Mr. Bod- 
well, a gentleman who has done all he agreed to do, und 
more to. An unavoidable delay in getting the stone drain 
piping somewhat delayed the execution of the work. 

Extensive repairs have also been made on Pine street ; 
the grade for a long distance has been raised 2 1-2 feet, 
sidewalks constructed and the street put in a generally good 
condition. 

We recommend that the other bridge on Pine street 
be rebuilt. 


DRAINS. 

The Spring street drain that was referred to the Se- 
Jectmen has been constructed with a brick catch basin on 
Spring street and connected by a 12 inch stone pipe with 
the old drain on Charles street. 

The ditch on the south side of Marble street referred to 
the Selectmen has been properly cleaned out. 

Also the gutter or ditch on the westerly side of Main 
street near Rowe’s Hill referred to the Selectmen has been 
filled in accordance with the. instructions. 


GUIDE BOARDS. 


In compliance with the law requiring the Selectmen to 
report to the town the condition of Guide Boards, (Sect. 4, 
Chapter 53, Public Statutes, ) we report that the guide boards 
are all in good condition, and are erected at places required 
by law.

In accordance with a vote of the town, the Selectmen 
did contract with the Woburn Electric Light Company for 
lighting the streets for the ensuing year, with 16 are lights 
and 42 incandescent lights, for two thousand dollars, and 
with the extra lights that have been put in will cost the 
town for one year in the same proportion, two thousand, 
six hundred and seventy-six dollars. | 

The Selectmen wrote several letters to the officials of 
Malden and Medford, calling their attention to the bad con- 
dition of Highland Avenue. We are pleased to report that 
the city of Malden have made extensive repairs on the same. 
This being our southern outlet to Boston, is a much needed 
improvement, | 
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REPAIRS TO COL. GOULD STEAMER HOUSE. 


Chief Engineer Dodge reported to the Selectmen and 
the Town Treasurer that the floor of the House of Steamer 
Col. Gould had settled, and was ina dangerous condition. 
We examined the same, and made the necessary repairs ; 
putting in new sills and a hard pine floor. 


ENGINEERS. 


Our Fire Department both officers and men are worthy 
of notice and commendation. We believe they are tho:- 
oughly loyal and attentive to duty. They area very impor- 
tant branch of the guardians of the town, and we are pleased 
to say have our entire confidence. 


POLICE. ° 


The police have done good work, and proved to the 
people of Stoneham the benefit of a regular police force. The 
valuable service done in the case of the murder of George 
Martin and of the various cases of violation of the liquor 
law, is satisfactory to the law abiding residents. It is of 
much importance, and should be one of the abiding princi- 
ples of all the citizens of Stoneham to stand by and render 
all possible aid and encouragement to their officers. There 
should be only the best of feeling between the officers and 
the people, it gives them material strength and energy 
with which to prosecute and do their duty which is most 
trying and disagreeable. ‘ 

We recommend their continuance and advise the ap- 
propriation of two thousand and two hundred dollars.

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BOARD OF HEALTH 


To the Citizens of Stoneham. 

It is gratifying to know that the general health of Stone- 
ham has been remarkably good. But few cases of contagious 
diseases being reported, viz: 4 cases of scarlet fever, and 7 
cases of diphtheria. 

The various cases of complaint to this board has re- 
ceived prompt attention, and remedies were quickly effected. 
The duties of this board are yearly increasing and the’ im- 
portance of this institution should not be under estimated. 


CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. 

The attention of citizens is called to recent legislation 
concerning contagious diseases : 

Section 1. When a householder knows that a person 
within his family is sick of small-pox, diptheria, scarlet 
fever or any other disease dangerous to the public health, he 
shall immediately give notice thereof to the Selectmen or 
Board of Health of the town in which he dwells; and upon 
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the death, recovery, or removal of such person, the rooms 
occupied and the articles used by him shall be disinfected by 
such househelder in a manner approved by the Board of 
Health. Any peason neglecting or refusing to comply with 
either of the above provisions shall forfeit a sum not exceed- 
ing one hundred dollars. 


Sect. 2. When a physician knows that a person whom 
he is called to visit is infected with small-pox, diphtheria, 
scarlet fever, or any other disease dangerous to public 
health, he shall immediately give notice to the Selectmen or 
Board of Health of the town ; and if he refuses or neglects to 
give such notice he shall forfeit for each offence not less than 
fifty nor more than two hundred dollars. 


Secr. 8. The Board of Health in the several cities and 
towns shall cause a record to be kept of all reports received 
in pursuance of the preceding sections, and such record 
shall contain the names of all persons who are sick, the lo- 
calities in which they live, the diseases with which they are 
affected, together with the date and names of the persons re- 
porting any such cases. The Boards of Health shall give 
the School Committee immediate information of all cases of 
contagious disease reported to them according to the provis- 
ions of this act. 


Acts oF 1883, CHapP. 124. 


Secr. 2. No railroad corporation or other common car- 
rier or person, shall convey or cause to be conveyed, through 
or from any city or town in this Commonwealth, the remains 
of any person who has died of small pox, scarlet fever, diph- 
theria, or typhoid fever, until such body has been so encas- 
- ed and prepared as to preclude any danger of communicat- 
ing the disease to others by its transportation; and no local 
registrar or clerk shall give a permit for the removal of 
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such body until he has received from the Board of Health 
of the city, or the Selectmen of the town, where the death 
occurred, a certificate, stating the cause of death, and that 
said body has been prepared in the manner set forth in this 
section, which certificate shall be delivered to the agent or 
person who receives the body. 

By the above it will be seen that it is the duty of the 
Selectmen, acting as a Board of Health, to keep arecord of 
all cases reported to them. 


REMOVAL OF BODIES OF DECEASED PERSONS. 
Acts oF 1888, Crap. 306. 


An act relating to the Certificates and Registry of 
Deaths, and the burial and the removal of bodies of deceased 
persons. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and house of Representa- 
tives in General Court assembled, and by the authority of 
the same, as follows: 

Srcr. 1. Section three of chapter thirty-two of Public 
Statutes, requiring attending physicians to furnish for regis- 
tration certain facts relating to deceased persons, is amend- 
ed so as to read as follows :—Section 3. A physician who 
has attended a person during his last illness shall, when re- 
quested forthwith furnish for registration, a certificate stat- 
ing, to the best of his{knowledge and belief, the name of the 
deceased, his age, the disease of which he died, the duration 
of his last sickness, and the date of his disease. Ifa physi- 


cian neglects or refuses to make a certificate, as aforesaid, 
he shall be punished by a fine not exceeding fifty dollars. 
Sor. 2. Section five of said chapter, prohibiting the 
burial or removal of a human body until a proper certificate 
is furnished,fis amended so as to read as follows :—Section 
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5.—No undertaker, sexton or other person shall bury in a 
city or town or remove therefrom the body of a deceased 
person until he has received a permit so to do from the board 
of health or its duly appointed agent, or if there is no 
boardZof health in such a city or town, trom the city or 
town clerk. No such permit shall be issued until there has 
been delivered to such board or agent, or clerk, as the case 
may be, a satisfactory written statement containing the facts 
required by this chapter to be returned and recorded, to- 
gether with the certificate of the attending physician, if any, 
as required by section three of this chapter, or in lieu there- 
of a certificate as hereinafter provided. If there is no at- 
tending physician, or if the certificate of the attending 
physician can not be obtained, for good and _ sufficient 
reasons, early enough for the purpose, the chairman of the 
Board of Health or any physician employed by a city or 
town for the purpose shall, upon request of said board, 
agent or clerk, make such certificate as is required of the at- 
tending physician; and in case of death by violence, the 
medical examiner shall, if requested, make the same. When 
such satisfactory statement and certificate are delivered to 
the board of health or to its agent, the board or agent shall 
forthwith countersign and transmit the s ame to the clerk or 
registrar for registration. : 

The person to whom the permit is so given shall there- 
after furnish for registration any other information as to the 
deceased or to the manner and cause of the death, as the 
clerk or registrar may require. Any person violating any 
of the provisions of this section shall be punished by a fine 
not exceeding fifty dollars. [Approved May 4, 1888.

Received from the Town Clerk the names of one hun- 
dred and twenty-two persons owning and keeping unlrcensed } 
dogs, said dogs have been licensed or otherwise disposed of. 
We are satisfied that a serious fire and loss of property 
was averted August Ist, 1889, by the police being promptly 
on hand, as it was at an hour when but tew people were 
abroad. | 
As far as breaks are concerned none of any importance 
have occurred, but it is readily seen how easy it could be 
accomplished if no night watch were kept. | 
Laws have been violated, more sometimes through igno- 
rance than a wilful desire to do wrong. On the whole we 
feel that we have had the co-operation of all law-abiding cit- 
izens. The worst evil to contend with is intemperance in 
the use of intoxicating liquor, as bas been forcibly illustrated 
in cases tried in our courts, and also in the violation of the 
liquor laws. Fair success has been ours in the amount of 
liquor seized and convictions of those who were engaged in 
illegal seHing.

For the twelve months ending January 3lst, 
1830, the milk sold amounted to ten hundred and forty-seven 
dollars and twenty cents. For total receipts of farm see 
Auditors’ report. The whole number provided for at the 
farm during the year has been twenty-three. Three have 
been discharged. The expense of one is paid by his child- 
ren, and one “has died, viz. David H. Burnham, leaving the 
present number nineteen as shown in the annexed table :

Through the efficiency of our Police Department the 
number of tramps has been kept down to fifty-eight, entail- 
ing an expense of only $14.50 for food and lodgings. 


We again call the attention of the citizens to the neces- 
sity of more room at the Almshouse. And perhaps we can 
express 1t in no better way than to place before you the re- 
port of the Visiting Agent of the State Board of Lunacy 
and Charity which is 


‘‘This almshouse is rather old, but in fair repair, and 
most of the rooms were found in satisfactory condition ; but 
it is much too crowded, and an addition should be made to 
contain not only sleeping-rooms and _ sitting-rooms, but 


proper facilities tor bathing, and water-closets, which it does 
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not now possess. The sexes are kept tolerably well sepa- 
rated, dining at different hours. The women use the din- 
ing-room also as a sitting-room, and the men have a small 
room in an out-building in which to sit and smoke.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


The School Committee herewith respectfully present 
their annual report to the citizens of Stoneham : 

We gratefully appreciate the fact that in the year just 
closing very little friction has attended the management of 
the schools. The teachers have been faithful in their work 
and, as a rule, they have apparently received the confidence 
of the parents. We have been fortunate in retaining many 
of our best teachers. The meetings of the Teachers’ Asso- 
ciation held each month have beer more helpful and interest- 
ing than in previous years, as the teachers have with more 
freedom discussed important questions relative to their 
work. 

One event of the year, new in our school annals, is 
worthy of special mention. Patriotism, which. among the 
citizens of Stoneham never slumbers so deep as not to be 
easily roused, found expression last April, when an enter- 
prising committee from members of the High and Gram- 
mar schools, in a few days, solicited funds sufficient to pur- 
chase a national flag to wave from the High School building. 
The centennial of the inauguration of Washington was cele- 
brated with appropriate exercises and was made the occasion 
of raising the flag. The program was as follows :

: TEACHERS. 


We regret to be obliged to record the resignation, in 
the summer, of Miss I. C. Livingston and Miss C. E. Keith, 
the assistant teachers in the High School. Miss Livingston 
had been identified with our schools during two terms of 
service, the first of ten years and the second of two years. 
She had done excellent work and her departure was a serious 


loss, both to the schocl and the town. The infiuence of | 


Miss Keith’s character and teaching during the few months 
of her connection with the school was such as to subserve 
its best interests and we were very much disappointed that 
she was not able to resume her work. 

The friends of the school should be congratulated upon 
the success that has thus far attended the work of the new 
teachers, Miss Emma I. Lowd and Miss Lilian E. Downes. 
They brought to it natural ability, the qualifications of grad- 
uates of Boston University, and some experience in teach- 
ing. 

For the last four or five years, changes of teachers in 
the High School have occurred every summer. We trust 
that there will be no more changes at present and that the 
school will continue to be a source of worthy pride to the 
citizens. | 

Another resignation we were sorry to receive was that 


of Miss J. A. Putney who had been connected with our 


schools for eight years, all but one of which were spent with 
the Third Class of the Grammar School. She made her 
teaching a subject of much thought and was always familiar 
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with the newest methods, the best of which she practised. 
The esteem and good wishes of her pupils and of all associ- 
ated with her in the work of teaching, followed her to her 
new home. More than three years had passed without a 
change of teachers in the Grammar School, and its excellent 
condition showed the good effect produced hy permanent 
teachers. The three vears’ experience of Miss Eddy, since 
she taueht for one term in) Miss Putney’s absence, justified 
the committee In engaging her for a regular teacher, 

The usual difficulty caused hy the large number in the 
Second Class at the beginning of the school-,ear was last 
year met by employing Miss Susan J. Cochran, a graduate 
of the High School as an assistant. Her dignified bearing 
and high character, combined with her earnest desire to 
teach, rendered her services very helpful and valuable. 

Among the Primary teachers only one has resigned her 
work, Miss Ama P. Parker of the East school. She was a 
quiet, faithful and conscientious teacher and was devoted to 
the interests of the children. Miss Parker’s place was filled 
by Mrs. Alma Johonnot from the North school, and Miss 
Mary F. Livingston of the North Street school, was trans- 
ferred to the North. The vacancy at the North Street school 
was filled by the election of Miss Nellie B. Cutter, a gradu- 
ate of our High school with some experience in teaching an 
ungraded school. | 

The youngest children of the South Lower Primary 
were well cared for by Miss Cochran during the fall term, in 
the absence of Miss Messer, the regular teacher. 


DRAWING. 


Except in the High school, special attention has been 
given to the sybject of Drawing, which is now more intelli- 
gently and satisfactorily taught than formerly. It seemed 
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necessary to emphasize this subject, as it needed to be 
brought to a higher plane. The ‘‘Prang Course of Instruc- 
tion in Form Study and Drawing” has been introduced with 
very beneficial results. The leading feature in this plan is 
the study of form from models and objects. In order to es- 
tablish the course upon a firm basis, we employed during the 
spring and fall terms a special teacher of drawing who had 


general supervision and direction of the work, and instruct- 


ed the teachers in the best methods. Miss Harding, the 
drawing teacher until the summer vacation, was called to an 
important position as supervisor of drawing in one of our 
Western cities, and her place was supplied by Miss L. M. 
Sanborn. To both these ladies our thanks are due for the 
wise and tactful manner in which they so efficiently promo- 
ted the work. ‘The results are worth the additional expense 


that has been incurred in teaching and in materials. 


TEXT BOOKS. 

The condition of many of the books in the schools is 
such as to justify their immediate destruction and the pur- 
chase of new copies. If any mistake has been made, we 
have used some of the books too long, and have now come 
to the time when more will be withdrawn from service than 
in any previous year. The free text-book law went into 


operation in 1884, so that some of the books have been in 
the schools more than five years, and many of those in con- 
stant use have reached the extreme limit of fitness for fur- 
ther service. The following statement shows the cost of 
books and supplies that have been furnished to the schools 
the past year:

REPAIRS. 

The most gigantic, and, we trust, useless enterprise of 
the year, has been the construction, at the High School 
building, of a fire-escape, ordered by the State authorities. 
An iren stair-way on the outside of the building would have 
been less expensive and more comely, but the School Com- 
mittee are comforted by the thought that they had no dis- 
cretion in the matter and the escape was built according to 
the requirements of law. Its cost was between eight and 
nine hundred dollars. 

The only other special repairs have been the painting of 
the East and South school-houses and shingling the North 
Street school-house. A new floor at the last-named house 
is much needed; in order to renew the floor properly new 
floor-timbers and a new underpinning will be necessary. 
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The subject of changing the location ot the Wyoming 
school-house to or near Ravine street having been referred 
to the School Committee tor consideration, they beg leave to 
report that they deem it inexpedient that a change of loca- 
tion be made at present. 

In conclusion, we respectfully recommend for the ensuing 
year the following appropriations : 

For instruction, fuel and care of houses, $14,000, in ad- 
dition to the unexpended appropriation of this year, for 
school incidentals, text books and supplies, $1,800, and for 
music, $400. |

Boarp OF ma SELECTMEN. 


To THE CITIZENS OF STONEHAM :— 

Your Selectmen most respectfully submit for your inspec- 
tion the following report and statement of their doings for 
the financial year ending January 31st, 1891. 

It is gratifying to know that the signs ef a prosperous 
year for Stoneham, that were visible a year ago have not 
heen deceptive ; although all has not been accomplished that 
we hoped for, yet a good deal has been done; and by united 
action, all can be accomplished. 

We must have direct railroad connection with Boston. 
The work already done in that direction must not be thrown 
away. We must havea railroad. Let us decide that ques- 
tion now, and then have it. The lack of proper railroad fa- 
cilities is the only hindrance and the orly blockade between 
us and great prosperity. We have everything in nature that 
we could ask for. Now let the citizens of Stoneham do the 
rest. Additional millions of money can be brought into 
our town within a few years if we provide the proper way, 
viz: A railroad running up the length and breadth of our 
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territory which is the finest residential suburb of Boston, 
both for healthfulness and natural beauty. We are rich, but 
do not appreciate it. 

We are looking far away for investments and opportuni- 
ties for making money, while better than the riches of India 
lies within our border. Let us awake to this fact and put 
ourselves abreast, at least, with any other town, and by con- 
structing the proposed railroad or railroads, and developing 
our own territory, no better investment of money can possi- 
bly be made. Let every citizen of Stoneham do something 
to accomplish this result. 

For the financial conditon of the town we refer you to the 
statement of Hon. Onslow Gilmore, Town Treasurer, which 
will be found in this report. 


HIGHWAYS. 

In accordance with Chapter 98, Section 1, ofthe Acts 
and Resolves of Massachusetts, 1889, your Selectmen ap- 
pointed William H. Sprague Superintendent of Streets, un- 
der the direction of the Selectmen. Mr. Sprague has used 
the limited amount of money, viz: $3375, appropriated for 
the general repair of the streets, to the best advantage. This 
is only about $90 per mile, as $500 for Spring street and 
$125 for Emerald Court was voted out of the appropriation, 
There has also been an unusual amount of repairs on Frank- 
lin street, owing to the frequent sinking of the roadbed 
near Mr. Outram’s house, that at times rendered the street 
nearly impassable, and very dangerous, but prompt attention 
has prevented any accidents occurring there. 

An appropriation of $2000 should be made, and eepaiaed 
on Main street, from Rowe’s Hill to Elm street. You now 
have a stone crusher, aud a street roller, and if you will ap- 
propriate the money to work them, then we can have good 
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streets, and our principal streets, surely, should have spec- 
ial care. | 
Good streets recommend a town te strangers passing 
through it, und goes a great way in establishing prosperity. 
We refer you to the report of the Superintendent of 
streets for the details of the general work. 


CONCRETE SIDEWALKS. 


A concrete sidewalk,voted by the town, has been construct- 
ed on the east side of Central street, from the railroad cross- 
ing to Elm street. Also on the north side of Elm street, 
from Central street to Washington street. This was a much 
needed improvement, and is greatly appreciated se the citi- 
zens of that part of the town. 

A concrete sidewalk, voted by the town, has been con- 
structea on the east side of Central street, from the estate of 
Mrs. Amasa Farrier to the Catholic Church. 

The ahove sidewalks have been constructed in accord- 
ance with Chapter 50, Section 22, of the Public Statutes.

condition. 
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PROTECTION OF TRAVEL ON CENTRAL STREET. 


In accordance with the vote of the Town, the Selectmen 
did purchase a strip of land on Central street, of Dr. W. 
S. Brown, sufficient to straighten the street line and con- 
structed a concrete sidewalk on the same. 


SPRING STREET. 


In accordance with the vote of the town the Selectmen 
widened and repaired Spring street, from East street to the 
Wakefield line. 

Mr. Boynton, living on this street over the line in Wake- 
field, kindly furnished the gravel for all the work on _ this 
street for three years without charge. 


RAILROAD CROSSINGS. 


The Selectmen ordered proper gates to be placed at the 
Central street crossing. Also proper signals ef approaching 
trains at all of the other grade crossings; all of which have 
been complied with. 


HYDRANTS. 


Tn accordance with a vote of the Town the Selectmen and 
Fire Engineers did put in a Hydrant on High street, near 
the residence of John G. Beede. 


DRAINS. 


In accordance with the vote of the Town the Selectmen 
did construct a drain on South side ef Flint avenue. Also 
repaired the street and sidewalk. 


GUIDE BOARDS. 


In compliance with the law requiring the Selectmen to re- 
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port to the town the condition of Guide Boards, (Sect. 4, 
Chapter 53, Public Statutes) we report that the guide boards 
are all in good condition, and are erected at places required 
by law.

ENGINEERS. 


The engineers of our Fire Department have maintained 
the trust reposed in them, and have been faithful to the 
duties of their office.

POLICE. 


The work of the Police has been in accordance with the 
vote of the town. So far as their prosecutions of the viola- 
tion of the liquor law, if the vote of the town means any- 
thing, it means prosecution of violators of the law. If the 
town so instructs their officers, then do not find. fuult with 
them for obeying orders. 

A regular police force is a very important item and we 
recommend their continuance and advise the appropriation 
of twenty-two hundred dollars.

The Selectmen notified Michael Carr that he was the low- 
est bidder, but received no answer. Henry Meegan was 
next inorder, and on May 2d, a contract was legally exe- 
cuted, after mature consideration by said Meegan, and un- 
der clear and specific specifications. 

The Selectmen hold a contract that saves the town harm- 
less from any demands, claims or damage. Also a good and 
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sufficient bond to fully guarantee the same. Also a full re- 
lease from damages from the abuttors. 

According to the terms of the contract, on July 22d, Mr. 
Meegan was paid $1117.50. On December 10th, the Se- 
lectmen accepted the cutting down and grading as complet- 
ed, and according to the terms of the contract, the balance 
due to said Meegan should have been paid 31 days atter 
said acceptance ; but before the expiration of the said 31 
days, Trustees amounting to some eight thousand dollars 
was served on the town, which suits are still pending, and a 
settlement cannot be made until it is decided to whom and 
in what proportion the said balance is to be paid. 

This contract has beep one of great annoyance to the Se- 
lectmen, and to the citizens of Stoneham, and it is the rec- 
ommendation of this board of Selectmen that the contract 
system should not again be adopted by this town. Now, 
that we own all the necessary appliances for doing such work, 
it is much to the advantage of the citizens that the town do 
such work under the direction of competent .officers and by 
the labor of its citizens. 


MATTERS REFERRED TO THE SELECTMEN. 


In the matter of William Lahey, the Selectmen after in- 
vestigating the case, decided there was no liability of the 
town in his demand. 

In the matter of Daniel G. Crosby the Selectmen settled 
in full for the sum of $50 (fifty dollars.) 


In THE CASE OF THE Town OF STONEHAM VS. LYMAN Dike. 


In the District Court held at Woburn, on the morning of 
October 4th, 1890, a decision was rendered by special Jus- 
7 
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tice Adams in the case of the inhabitants of Stoneham vs. 
Lyman Dike. It was as follows: 

In the above entitled case the plaintiff seeks to recover of 
the defendant one-half of the expense of constructing a con- 
crete sidewalk in front of the defendant’s premises, con- 
trary to the customary way of proceeding under the statutes, 
and assesses one-half the expense on the defendant as an 
abuttor. The plaintiff denies that the defendant is liable by 
reason of a contract, expressed or implied, made by the de- 
fendant with the plaintiff to construct the sidewalk. The 
Selectmen of a town, inmy opinion, may make such a con- 
tract, but on the evidence it does not appear that such a con- 
tract was made. The defendant denies that he made any 
such contract, and the witness called by the plaintiff to 
prove such contract testifies that his recollection of any 
conversation with Mr. Dike was too vague for him te swear 
to. The natural inference to be drawn from constructing a 
sidewalk in front of an abuttor’s premises, is that it is being 
constructed under the statutes, and any implication of a con- 
tract would not arise as in the case of building a house on 
the land of one who saw it done, and gave directions in re- 
gard to it or made no objections to its being done as the 
work progressed. As no contract was provided the plain- 
tiff’s action failsand judgment must be entered for defend- 
ant. 

In view of the above decision it is but right for the 
citizens to know upon what grounds a suit was brought. 

A written application was filed with the Selectmen of 
1887, tor the above mentioned sidewalk, and was signed 
Lyman Dike. It was filed by Mr. James H. Murphy, and 
was written out by him and he signed Col. Dike’s name to it. 
He admitted this on the witness stand. Yet Mr. Murphy 
at the trial, swore he could not remember anything about any

conversation authorizing him to sign it, nor did he think he 
was so authorized, although he admitted signing it. 

Colonel Dike swears positively he never authorized Mr. 
Murphy to sign it. 

Previous to bringing the suit Mr. Murphy told the pres- 
ent beard of Selectmen, and in substance the town’s counse. 
that he was authorized to sign it for Colonel Dike. 

Relying upon this agency the suit was brought, but on 
the witness stand he could not remember anything about 
what conversation he had with Mr. Dike, and did not think 
he was so authorized. | 

Colonel Dike swore he never so authorized him. As a 
result of this evidence the decision could not but be for the 
defendant. 


ELECTRIC LIGHTS. 


In accordance with the vote ofthe town the Selectmen 
did relocate the electric lights, and contracted with the 
Woburn Electric Light Co. fer 21 arc and 96 incandescent 
lights for one year for the sum of $3000. 

The Selectmen experienced considerable trouble in affect- 
ing the above contract, us we did not consider we had the 
right to contract for more than one year, although the most 
of the towns contract for a term of years, and at higher rates 
than we pay. We now consider the town 1s well lighted , 

' and the citizens generally well satisfied.

To THE CrTIzENS OF STONEHAM : 

We are glad to report the general health of Stoneham is 
remarkably good. Itis seldom that a case of contageous 
disease is reported. The record of the year shows 5 cases 
of diphtheria, 11 cases scarlet fever, 1 typhoid fever. 

The prompt attention of the board has been given in each 
case reported and where remedies could be applied it has 
been quickly done. 


CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. 


The attention of citizens is called to recent legislation 
concerning contagious diseases : 

Section 1. When ahouseholder knows that a person 
within his family is sick of small-pox, diphtheria, scarlet 
fever or any other disease dangerous to the public health, he 
shall immediately give notice thereof to the Selectmen or 
Board of Health of the town in which he dwells; and upon 
the death, recovery, or removal of such person, the rooms 
occupied and the articles used by him shall be disinfected by 
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such householder in a manner approved by the Board of 
Health. Any person neglecting or refusing to comply with 
either of the above provisions shal! forfeit a sum not exceed- 
ing one hundred dollars. 

Secr. 2. When a physician knows that.a person whom 
he is called to visit is infected with small-pox, diphtheria, 
scarlet fever, or any other disease dangerous to the public 
health, he shall immediately give notice to the Selectmen or 
Board ot Health of the town; or if he refuses or neglects to 
give such notice he shall forfeit for each offence not less than 
fifty nor more than two hundred dollars. 

Sect. 3. The Board of Health in the several cities and 
towns shall cause a record to be kept of all reports received 
in pursuance of the preceding sections, and such record 
shall contain the names of all persons who are sick, the lo- 
calities in which they live, the disease with which they are 
affected, together with the date and names of the ‘persons re- 
porting any such cases. The Board of Health shall give the 
School Committee immediate information of all cases of con- 
tagious disease reported to them according to the provisions 
of this act.

Acts oF 1883, CHAPTER 124. © 


Sect. 2. No railroad corporation or other common car- 
rier or person, shall convey or cause to be conveyed, through 
or from any city or town in this Commonwealth, the remains 
of any person who has died of small-pox, scarlet fever, diph- 
theria, or typhoid fever, until such body has been so encased 
and prepared as to preclude any danger of communicating 
the disease to others by its transportation; and no _ local 
registrar or clerk shall give a permit for the removal of such 
body until he has received from the Board of Health of the 
city, or the Selectmen of the town, where the death occur- 
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red, a certificate, stating the cause of death, and that said 
body has been prepared in the manner set forth in this sec~- 
tion, which certificate shall be delivered to the agent or per~ 
son whe receives the body. 

By the above it will be seen that it is the duty of the 
Selectmen, acting as a Board of Health, to keep a record of 
all cases reported to them. 


REMOVAL OF BODIES OF DECEASED PERSONS, 
Acts oF 1888, CHAPTER 306. 


An act relating to the Certificates and Registry of 
Deaths, and the burial and the removal of bodies of deceased 
persons. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and house of Representatives 
in General Court ussembled, and by the authority of the 
sane, as follows. 

Srot. 1. Section three of chapter thirty-two of Public 
Statutes, requiring attending physicians to furnish for regis- 
tration certain facts relating to deceased persons, is amended 
so as to read as follows :—Section 38. A physician who has 
attended a person during his last iJlness shall, when request~ 
ed forthwith furnish for registration, a certificate stating, to 
the best of his knowledge and belief, the name of the deceas- 
ed, his age, the disease of which he died, the duration of his 
last sickness, and the date of his disease. If a physician 
neglects or refuses to make a certificate, as aforesaid, he 
shall be punished by a fine not exceeding fifty dollars. 

Secr. 2. Section five of said chapter, prohibiting the 
burial or removal of a human body uatil a proper certificate 
is furnished, is amended so as to read as_ follows; —Section 
5.—No undertaker, sexton or other person shall bury in a 
city or town or remove therefrom the body of a deceased 
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person until he has received a permit so to do from the board 
of health or its duly appointed agent, or if there is no board 
of health in such a city or town, from the city or town clerk. 
No such permit shall be issued until there. has been delivered 
to such board or agent, or clerk, as the case may be, a satis- 
factory written statement containing the facts required by 
this chapter to be returned and recorded, together with the 
certificate of the attending physician, if any, as required by 
se tion three of this chapter, or in lieu thereof a certificate 
as hereinafter provided. If there is no attending physician, 
oer if the certificate of the attending physician cannot be ob- 
tained, for good and sufficient reasons, early enough for the 
purpose the chairman of the Board of Health or any phy- 
siclan employed by a city or town for the purpose shall, 
upon request of said board, agent or clerk, make such certi- 
ficate as is required of the attending physician; and in case 
of death by violence, the medical examiner shall, if request- 
ed, make the same. When such satisfactory statement and 
certificate are delivered to the board of health or to its agent, 
the board or agent shall countersign and transmit the same 
to the clerk or registrar for registration. 

The person to whom the permit isso given shall there- 
after furnish for registration any other information as to the 
deceased or to the manner and cause of the death, as the 
clerk or registrar may require. Any person violating any 
of the provisions of this section shall be punished by a fine 
not exceeding fifty dollars. [Approved May 4. 1888.

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SUPERINTENDENT - OF - STREETS. 


To THE BoaRD OF SELECTMEN : -— 

I would say that the condition of our streets in the spring 
of 1890 was generally good, but owing to three heavy show- 
ers we had during the summer, that came very quick, it cost 
quite a sum of money to put them back in as good condition 
as they were before. As the town has nearly forty miles o 
streets to care for it is almost too much to go over the whole 
and make much showing in one year. 

Attention is called to some of the streets which need 
special care this year. Main street between Hancock and 
Muple; Franklin, between Pine and Central Square; Main 
street, between North Common and Montvale avenue. In 
these places the earth should be removed and the roads mac- 
adamized. That part of Main street, north of Elm street, is 
in bad condition. 

LT rebuilt the culvert on Pine street, by laying pipe and 
put in two grates in the gutter to take care of the surplus 
water, and cleaned out the culverts on Winthrop and Park 


streets.

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I would call the attention of the citizens to the fact that the 
supply of gravel near the centre of the town is exhausted. 
Now is the time to take measures to meet this deficiency.

We have decided 
to lay the matter before the citizens of the Town at the 
March meeting. 
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Since our last annual report there has been. introduced 
into our Town on Electric Fire Alarm System. The board 
of engineers, after a careful and thorough investigation, and 
corresponding with the Chief Engineers of several large 
cities and towns, and being unable to find any system that 
was giving entire satisfaction, except the Gamewell, decided 
that it was for the interest of the department and citizens of 
the Town that we took the stand we did. After three 
months trial, we are convinced, as well as the citizens of the 
Town, that we have a fire alarm system second to none in the 
country. 

We wish to extend to the Foreman und members of each 
company our sincere thanks for the able manner in which 
they have discharged their duties. Also, to the Board of 
Police for their valuable services rendered in case of fire. 
To the honorable Board of Seleetmen for their encourage- 
ment and assistance in helping us to perform our duties. 

To the citizens of the Town we wish to extend our sincere 
thanks, for the generous support given us the past year. 

It gives us great pleasure in making this our annual re- 
port of (as the Chairman of the Boot and Shoe Insurance 
Exchange says) one of the best departments in the country.

After a careful investigation of the different systems used 
in other towns and cities we decided to purchase one of 
Gamewell’s first-class fire alarm telegraphs, which consists of 
one whistle machine attached to the 12-inch gong on Sanborn 
& Mann’s factory, one bell striker, attached to the bell on the 
Congregational Church, 17 signal boxes, one school box, 17 
key boxes, 13 miles of wire operated by a gravity. battery 
placed in the Col. Gould Steam Fire Engine house. 

The system has been in operation three months and has 
been thoroughly tested, and proved satisfactory. |

A wing 32 x 34 feet, two stories in 
height, containing ten rooms and two bath rooms, besides 
an attic that will make six more rooms when needed, has 
been built on the westerly end ofthe main building. The ell 
that was removed to make room for the new part has been 
attached to the northerly side of the east wing, and finished 
into a dining room for the Superintendent’s family, also 
store and correction rooms. 

With the exception of repairs on the steam heating ap- 
paratus and the furnishing of the new part, the expense has 
been kept within the appropriation so generously granted 
by the Town. And we feel safe in saying that the Town has 
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as good if not the best accommodations for their poor of any 
Town in Massachusetts.

To THe ieiicane or STONEHAM: 

The Trustees of the Public Library herewith respectfully 
present their Annual Report : 

For the last half of the year now closing, a vacancy has 
existed in the Board of Trustees ; we have sadly missed one 
of its most valued and efficient members, Dr. Winthrop F. 
Stevens, whose earthly life ended in September last. He 
had been a member of the Board of Trustees for ten and a 
half years. His interest in the library, and the good judg- 
ment he showed in practical suggestions and wise decisions, 
rendered his services very valuable. Unfuailing courtesy and 
fairness marked his relations with the trustees, by whom his 
memory will long be cherished. 

In the past year there have heen one or two improvements 
worthy of mention. The magazines belonging to the library 
which had heen accessible only upon application to the 
librarian, are now placed in patent covers and left on the 
table in the reading-room, where all who wish can have the 
opportunity to read them. Scribner’s Magazine has been 
added to the list of periodicals. 
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Until within the last year, all the library books in eircula- 
tion have been covered ; following the custom of some other 
public libraries, we are trying the experiment of leaving them 
uncovered. Thus far, the change seems an improvement; 
many ofthe patrons of the library receive more enjoyment 
from reading a new book if they can see its covers, than if 
the covers are concealed. 

A change in the method of lighting the library has re- 
cently been made. The lamps that had been in use for sey- 
eral years, having outlived the period of their greatest use- 
fulness to the library, have been disposed of at private sale 
-and a return has been made to the former method of lighting 
by gas, the price of which has been reduced since it was last 
used in the library. | 

Now is the time and this the place to suggest improve- 
ments. A larger and more convenient room for the library 
is one of its greatest needs and one which has lone been 
felt ; a larger reading-room is also desirable and would prob- 
ably be well patronized. From time to time, additional 
room for books has been made by various devices. The 
shelf room has been increased as: much as_ possible, some 
room having been gained by taking a little space from the 
reading-room. Last summer closets were built upon one side 
of the .reading-room, in which were placed reports and 
miscellaneous books rarely called for. By these means a few 
vacant shelves remain, but the room they afford will probably 
be wholly occupied in two years at most and the resources’ of 
the library in this direction will then be wholly exhausted. 

Both propriety and decency demand that the library be 
reached by a separate entrance. Language would fail us, 
were we to attempt to describe the present one; but a de- 
scription is not necessary, for no one in the habit of Visiting 
the library cap have failed to be disturbed by the noise, con- 
fusion and filth that must be encountered betore the library 
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room is reached. Only by being deprived,: for the time 
being, of the senses of sight, smell and hearing could one 
muke his way to the library without great discomfort. 

The statement of the expenditures of the Town for the 
year ending Feb. 28, 1890, shows that rents were paid as. 
follows: For library-room $268 ; for town offices, $250; 
for police-room, $180 ; this amounts to $698 for rents in three 
separate buildings. Let us hope that the time is not far off 
when the town will make it possible to use $700 yearly in 
helping to pay for a new town building, or when some citi- 
zen who is able, will also be willing, looking to his own ud- 
vantage as well as to the public good, to erect a_ suitable 
building to rent for town purposes, in which the public lib- 
rary can have clean, commodious and convenient quarters. 

Another great need of the library is a new catalogue and 
some Classified lists of books. The catalogue now in use was 
printed in 1878, and a supplementary one in 1887. Since 
that time eight bulletins, containing names of about seven 
hundred books, have been issued. One is often obliged to 
expend much time and patience in looking over both cata- 
logues and all the bulletins to find the book he wishes. A 
good catalogue in one volume would be a great assistance to 
patrons of the hbravy. Our principal catalogue has many 
excellent features, ore of the best of which is that in 1t many 
books can be found, by looking for the title aud also for the 
name of the author. This feature increases, by a few pages, 
the size of the catalogue, but it adds vastly to its usefulness. 
Those persons who have complained of the size will prob- 
ably appreciate this fact, if their attention is called to it. 
We trust that in the coming year some progress may be 
made in plans for a new catalogue. 

. The work of the librarian, Mrs. M. H. Boyce, has, been 
well and carefully done asin’ former years. Her prompt- 
11 
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ness, thoroughness and attention to details. have been of 
great advantage to the library. That the books have been 
well cared for is shown by the fact that very rarely is a book 
lost. To secure this desirable result a librarian must illus- 
trate the truth that ‘‘Eternal vigilance is the price of safety.” 
Miss Emma Chubbuck gives acceptable service as assistant 
librarian. 

Among the books added to the library the past year are 
the following : 


‘Battles and Leaders of the Civil War,” in four volumes. 
Contributions mostly by Union and Confederate officers 
based upon the ‘‘Century War Series.” 

‘‘In Darkest Africa,” by Henry M. Stanley. 

One of the latest additions is a work entitled, ‘*Typical 
{lms and other trees of Massachusetts.” Introductory chap- 
ter by Oliver Wendell Holmes. Descriptive text by Lorin 
L. Dame. Plates by Henry Brooks. This is for reference, 
to be examined in the library. Aside from its value, it is fit- 
ting that this book should have a place in our library, since 
Mr. Dame was formerly a resident of Stoneham and g mem- 
ber of the Board of Library Trustees. 

A copy of Webster’s International Dictionary has been 
placed in the library. 

Appreciating the liberality of the Town in the past we 
hope for « continuance of the same and respectfully recom- 
mend the usual appropriation for the coming year. 

Your attention is called to the appended Statistics of the 
library, from Aug. 1, 1889, to Aug. 1, 1890.

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To THE CITIZENS OF STONEHAM: 

The Annual Report of the School Committee is herewith 
respectfully presented. 

No radical change has been made in the school system the 
past year. The degree of harmony that exists among the 
teachers is an important factor in the generally good condition 
of the schools, which, we think, compare favorably with 
those of other towns. | 

The permanence of the teachers the past year is worthy 

of record. The High School, especially, is to be congratu- 
lated that it has suffered from no change, since, for the last 
few years, such a circumstance has been rare. 
The only resignation that has occurred, that of Miss Ber- 
tha E. Messer of the South Lower Primary School, was 
much regretted both by the pupils and the Committee, and 
it was a serious loss to the School. She had excellent qual- 
ifications for teaching and she won the hearts of the children. 
Her place is supplied by Miss Susan J. Cochran, who had 
given valuable assistance in the Grammar School and had | 
had some experience in teaching in another town. Her 
work is done faithfully and acceptably. 

After a long term of remarkably efficient service Mrs. EK. 
F. Hard, Teacher of the Second Class of the Grammar 
School has been granted leave of absence for needed rest. 
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We hope for her return as soon as her strength shall be re- 
stored. It is fortunate for the school that her place, which 
it is so difficult to fill, is so well sapptied by Miss Cora E. 
Dike, well-known as a former teacher in both the Grammar 
and the High School. 

This class has, for the first time, been in two divisions 
throughout the year. The smaller division has been under 
the instruction of Miss H. M. Bryant and has beea seated 
in the hall of the High School building, in the northern part 
of which chairs and desks are placed for this purpose; the 
- arrangement is very inconvenient, as it interferes with music 
lessons and other exercises held in the hall, but, until we 
have another school building, it seems to be the only prac- 
tical plan. The hall was spoiled three years ago for the pur- 
pose for which it was designed, by partitioning off a room in 
the southern part for the Central Intermediate School. We 
look forward with pleasure to the time when the Town 
House can be used wholly for school purposes. 

We are glad to report that our accomplished musical in- 
structor, Mr. E. Cutter, Jr., still continues his services ; but 
we cannot reasonably hope to retain him much longer, as his 
time is so fully occupied in other departments of his musical 
work. The concert given in October by pupils of the Gram- 
mar School and the girls of the High School, showed the ad- 
vanced stage of the work in the Grammar grades. This sat- 
isfactory result has been reached by means of the work and 
co-operation of the teachers of all the grades, during the 
time that Mr. Cutter has had the instruction and supervis- 
ion of the music, a period of nine years. We find that good 
work is done in all the departments. : 

This seems to be the right place for your committee to 
make their chronic complaint, reasons for which grow strong- 
er with every passing year, the complaint of very poor ac- 
commodations for schools at the Towa House. Having 
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omitted from last year’s report any mention of this subject, 
we are more than usually anxious to remind the public of 
the inconvenient and unsuitable rooms at the Centre. The 
noise, unclean surroundings, lack of sunshine in the northern 
room, the small size of that room and of the southern room, 
added to the uncertainty relative to choice of janitor, all 
combine to make dissatisfaction with the present condition 
just and proper. The proximity of the Hall to the school- 
rooms, is one of the chief sources of annoyance. We have 
had more trouble this year than usual, as circumstances _ be- 
yond our control made it necessary to lose the services of 
Mr. Plummer, the janitor, whose care of the school rooms 
had been, for a long time, very satisfactory to all concerned 
with the scheols. 

The North Street school-house has this year undergene 
extensive repairs and it is now ina good condition, except 
that the outside needs to be painted; the Wyoming school 
house, also, needs painting on the outside. 

By the falling of plastering from the ceiling of the school 
rooms a continual expense is incurred, which can be avoid- 
ed only by having the rooms sheathed, an improvement that 
it is hoped will gradually be effected. 

The patriotic feeling which is gratified in seeing the nation- 
al flag float above the schoo] houses, took possession of the 
citizens two years ago, and it has kept its hold, until at the 
present time, every school building in town, except the Wy- 
oming, is adorned with the stars and stripes. Five flags 
have been thrown to the breeze within the past year. The 
first was raised over the North school house, on Washing- 
ton’s birthday, 1890, and was the gift of Mr. Walter S. 
Keene; that at the South school house was presented by 
Mr.-Myron J. Ferren. The schools in the Town House are 
indebted to the Order of United American Mechanics for 
their flag, and the North Street school to Master William 
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Tidd, a member of the school. The flag of the East schools 
was obtained by subscriptions among the citizens, solicited 
by the children. 

An interesting event of the year was the meeting in Oc- 
tober, of a Teacher’s Institute, composed of the teachers of 
Wakefield, Winchester, Burlington, and Stoneham. The 
Institute was held under the special direction of Mr. George 
A. Walton, as agent of the State Board of Education. The 
hearty welcome and generous assistance of the Stoneham 
teachers contributed not a little to the success of the 
meetings,which were well ordered, interesting and profitable. 

The Teachers’ Association has held its meetings monthly 
throughout the year. The meetings have been varied by 
lectures upon subjects connected with the work of schools. 
The teachers have thus profited by lectures from Mr. W. 
F. Bradbury of the Cambridge Latin School, upon ‘‘Arith- 
metic,” and by Mr. George H. Martin, an agent of the 
State Board of Education,” whose subject was ‘‘The Profes-: 
sion of Teaching.” 

There have been two changes of text books the past year ; 
Harper’s Geography has taken the place of Guyot’s, and, 
in the High School, Hutchison’s Physiology has been super- 
seded by Walker’s. The old books were much worn, so 
that it would have been necessary to replace them by new 
copies of the same kind, if a different book had not been intro- 
duced. The cost of the new books was partially met by an 
allowance made by the publishers, for the old books which 
they took in the exchange. 

There will be need, every year, to replace by new books 
many that are worn out in constant service. |

_ It will be seen by comparison of the detailed statement 
on the next page with the statement of March, 1890, that the 
amount of outstanding notes has been increased $3000, while 
the net balance against the town as per reports is $1458.07 
larger than last year. This amount, however, is increased 
by the sum of $1882.15, due on the Rowe’s Hill contract, 
making a total increase of balance against the town of $3340,- 
22. This amount must under the law either be paid from 
funds in the treasury or raised by taxation the present year, 
I would therefore recommend the appropriation of the sum 
of $5000 for payment of town debt.

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To the Citizens of Stoneham: 


Your Selectinen herewith respectfully submit to you the 
report of their doings upon the various important matters 
coming under their charge during’ the financial year ending 
January 30th, 1892. And we are encouraged by knowing 
that our town has mle substantial progress during the year 
just closed. Although we had hoped that by the end of the 
past year we would be enjoying the convenience of a direct 
‘ailroad communication with Boston, yet as the matter now 
stands there should be no good reason why we should not 
ealize that great blessing by the end of the coming sum- 
mer. If men mean anything, the statements we have had 
miide to us, and the position taken by the Town in this mat- 
ter, as if by one man, should produce a railroad. This is 
the missing link connecting us with great prosperity. Pro- 
viding, however, we are not devoured by our more greedy 
neighhors-—the 3 M‘'s—who have a great longing for a very 
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large portion of our territory : more even than is now sup- 
posed, and it stands us in hand to be on the alert and guard 
earefully our lines. 

We have the finest residential lands in the suburbs of 
Boston, and the grandest natural Public Parks of any town 
in the country. We are far better off than our neighbors in 
many substantial. ways, and with but a very small debt com- 
pared, to theirs, these great advantages are worth keeping 
for ourselves; and with other improvements added to our 
present store, that we can have by contracting proportion- : 
ate obligations, no town in this state would be as desirable 
for a residence. 

Parties are already preparing a large number of lots on 
Franklin street for residences. The East Middlesex Strect 
Railway Company have applied for permission to change the 
present Horse Railway to an Electric Street Railway, from 
the Melrose line to the Woburn line, running through this 
street; water pipes also must be lnid; this will be doue the 
coming season, and while this work is goiug on the street 
should be thoroughly rebuilt from Outram’s to Noble’s cor- 
ner, and your Selectmen recommend that an appropriation 
of $2,000 be mide to properly complete this work. | 

For the financial condition of the Town we refer you to 
the statement of Hon. Onslow Gilmore, Town Treasurer, 
which will be found in this report. | 


HIGHWAYS. 

In accordance with Chapter 98, Section 1, of the Acts 
and Resolves of Massachusetts, 1889, your Selectmen ap- 
pointed Win. H. Sprague Superintendent of Streets, under 
the direction of the Selectmen. 


The money appropriated for improvement of Highways 
and Town ways has been expended, in our judgment, for 
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the best interest of the town. A very extensive and sub- 
stantial improvement has been made on Main street, one 
that has long been needed; in rebuilding this section of the 
street in the very substantial manner done, it cost a large sum 
of money, but it is done and for a long time, and being the 
principal street in town it was thought best to do 3t well. 
_ We would recommend that Franklin Street, from the Square 

to the Depot, should be done in the same manner, «nd recom- 
mend an appropriation of $1,500 for the same; also that 
Pond Street, near the town lot, by the stone crusher, should 
be cut down, widened and straightened, and we would rec-. 
emmend a suitable appropriation for doing the work. Main 
Street, from Elm Street to the Reading line, also, should be 
widened snd graded. 

It is very important that our principal streets be put in 
the best possible condition, xs one of the greatest public 
conveniences as well ss being a great item in mducing set- 
tlement in our town. ;

HIGHLAND AVENUE. 


The work of building Highland Avenue has been prose- 
cuted to the extent of the appropriation; it is passable 
about two-thirds its length; a culvert must be built and the 
south end filled to grade. To do this it will cost about 
“$1,200, and the Selectmen reeommend this appropriation. 


GREEN’S. LANE. 


The Town has been ordered by the County Commission- 
ers to build this street, and have it finished by January lLst, 
1892. But in view of the fact that the town had made 
heavy appropriations for the various public im; r.vements, 
the Selectmen succeeded in getting this matter postponed, 


ra 
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but would now recommend a suitable appropriation for its 
construction. 


CONCRETE SIDEWALKS. 


In view of the fact that the prices of materials used in 
the construction of concrete work having advanced, and that 
a higher price must be paid, the Selectmen decided it would 
be to the interest of the public to have the work done by 
the town. The experiment has proved satisfactory, and the 
Selectmen would recommend that the town continue this 
method.

ELECTRIC LIGHTS.

Department has 
maintained the same excellent position in our estimation as 
of a year ago; it is in thorough working orcer, both as re- 
nards discipline, and in good feeling, each branch for the 
other, which in itself is a matter of great importance. This, 
together with the new equipment, brings it up to a high 
standard of efficiency, and has our full confidence. The 
Selectmen feel that the citizens generally should appreciate 
the fact that we have one of the best, if not the best, Fire 
Department in the State.

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To THE CITIZENS OF STONEHAM : 

We are glad to report the general health of Stoneham . 
is remarkably good. It is seldom that a case of contageout 
disease is reported. The record of the year shows eight 
eases of diphtheria, three cases scarlet fever. 

The prompt action of the Board has beea given in each 
case reported and where remedies could be applied it has 
been quickly done. 

The Selectmen appointed Silas Dean Agent of the 
Board of Health, with authority to issue Burial Permits and 
certificates of registry. 

CONTAGIOUS DISAASES. 

The attention of citizens is called to recent legislation 
concerning contagious diseases : 

Section 1. When a houscholder knows that a person 
within his family is sick of small-pox, diphtheria, scarlet 
fever or any other disease dangerous to the public health, 
he shall immediately give notice thereof to the Selectmen or 
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Board of Health of the town in which he dwells ; and upon the 
death, recovery, or removal of such person, the rooms oocu- 
pied and the articles used by him shall be disinfected by such 
householder in a manner approved by the Board of Health. 
Any person neglecting or refusing to comply with either of 
the above provisions shall forfeit a sum not exceeding one 
hundred dollars. 

Sec. 2. When a physiciav knows that a person whom he 
is called to visit is infected with small pox, diphtheria, s ear- 
let fever, or any other disease dangerous to the public health, 
he shall immediately give notice to the Selectmen or Board 
of Health of the town; or if he refuses or neglects to give 
such notice he shali forfeit for each offence not less than fifty 
nor more than two hundred dollars. 

Sec. 3. The Board of Health in the several cities and 
towns shall cause a record to be kept of all reports received 
in pursuance of the preceding sections, and such record shall 
contain the names of all persons who are sick, the localities 
in which they live, the disease with which they are affected, 
together with the date and names of the persons reporting 
in such cases. The Board of Health shall give the School 
Committee immediate information of all cases of contagious 
disease reported to them according to the provisions of this 
act. 

Aots oF 1883, CHAITRR 124. 


Sec. 2. No railroad corporation or other common car. 
rier or person, shall convey or cause to be conveyed, through 
or from any city or town in this Commomwealth, the remains 
ef any person who has died of small-pox, scarlet fever, 
diphtheria, or typhoid fever, until such body has been so en- 
cased and prepared as to preclude any danger of communi- 
cating the disease to others by its transportation; and no 
local registrar or clerk shall give a permit for the removal of 
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such body until he has received from the Board of Health of 
the city, or the Selectmen of the town, where the death oc- 
curred, a certificate, stating the cause of death, and that said 
body has been prepared in the manner set forth in this sec- 
tion, which certificate shall be delivered to the agent or per- 
son who receives the body. 

By the above it will be seen that it is the duty of the 
Selectmen, acting as a Board of Health, to keep a record of 
all cases reported to them. 


REMOVAL OF BODIES OF DECEASED PERSONS. 
Acts oF 1888, CHaApTrer 306. 


An act relating to the Certificates and Registry of 
Deaths, and the burial and removal of bodies of deceased 
persons. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives in General Court assembled, and by the authority of 
the same, as follows: f 

Sec. 1. Section 3 of Chapter 32, of Public Statutes, 
requiring attending physicians to furnish for registration ver- 
tain facts relating to deceased persons, is amended so as to 
read as follows :—Section 3. A physician who has attended 
a person during his last illness shall, when requested forth- 
with furnish for registration, a certificate stating, to the best 
of his kuowledge and belief, the name of the deceased, his 
age, the disease of which he died, the duration of his last 
sickness and the date of his disease. If a physician neglects 
or refuses to make a certificate, as aforesaid, he shall be 
punished by a fine not exceeding fifty dollars. 

Sec. 2. Section 5 of said Chapter, prohibiting the 
burial or removal of a human body until a proper certificate 
is furnished, is amended so as to read as follows :—Section 5. 
No undertaker, sexton or other person shall bury in a city or

town or remove therefrom the body of a deceased person un- 
til hé has received a permit so to do from the Board of 
Health or its duly appointed agent, or if there is no Board 
of Health in such city or town, from the City or Town 
Clerk. Nosuch permit shall be issued until there has been 
delivered to such board or agent, or clerk, as the case may 
be, asatisfactory written statement containing the facts re- 
quired by this chapter to be returned and recorded, together 
with the certificate of the attending physician, if any, as re- 
quired by section 3 of this chapter, or in lieu thereof a cer- 
tificate as hereinafter provided. Ifthere is no attending 
physician, or if the certificate of the attending physician can- 
not be obtained, for good and sufiicient reasons, early enough 
for the purpose, the Chairman of the Board of Health or 
any physician employed by a city or town for the purpose 
shall, upon request of said Board, Agent or Clerk, make 
such certificate as is required of the attending physician ; 
and in case of death by violence, the medical examiner shall, 
if requested, make the same. When such satisfactory state. 
ment and certificate are delivered to the Board of Health or 
its agent, the Board or Agent shail countersign and transmit 
the same to the clerk or registrar for registration. 

The person to whom the permit is so given shall there- 
after furnish for registration any other information as to the 
deceased or to the manner and cause of the death, as the 
Clerk or Registrar may require. Any person violating any 
of the provisions of this section shall be eet by a fine 
not exceeding fifty dollars.

Also to the honorable 
Board of Selectmen for their encouragement and assistance 
in helping us to perform our duties.

To THE CITIZENS OF STONEHAM : 


The Almshouse and Farm have been in charge of Mr. 
Frank B. Sargent and wife as Superintendent and Matron for 
the past year. The whole number provided for at the farm 
dnring the year has been twenty-three. Of this number five 
’ have have died, viz. Mary E. Cameron, Mary A. Hadley, 
William Hines, Louisa Lovejoy and Adoniram Lynde. 
Three have been discharged, leaviug the present number fif- 
‘teen as shownin the table. Mrs. Parks and Mrs. Hill, 
daughters of Mrs. Lynde, are deserving of much praise for the 
generous support and kind attention given their aged parent 
during his stay at the farm. 
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OUTSIDE RELIEF. 

During the past year thirty-two families consisting of 
one hundred and one persons, have been assisted outside of 
the Almshouse. Asthe larger part of the expense is re- 
turnable from the State and other towns, the cost of outside 
relief is mostly on account of Insane as will be seen by 
_Auditor’s report. 

. INSANE. 

The whole number of these unfortunates that have been 
under treatment at the several asylums the past year and be- 
longing to this town has been fourteen. Two have been dis- 
charged, the expensc of six has been paid by friends, and 
eight have been cared for at the expense of the town, viz:

The services of A. H. Cowdrey, M. D. were again secured 
as Town Physician and the many calls made for his services 
have been cheerfully and promptly attended to.

To THE CITIZENS OF STONEHAM: 
The Trustees of the Public Library herewith respect- 

fully present their annual report : 
There has been during the past year as in previous years, 
a steady and healthy growth of the library as far as additions 
to the number and character of the volumes added. During 
the past year 272 new books have been purchased, making 
the total number of volumes in the library 7895 exclusive of 
magazines and periodicals. Severnl volumes of standard 
works which had become very much worn by constant use 
have also been replaced from the annual appropriation, 
notably new and complete editions of Thackeray's and Haw-~ 
thorne’s works. The trustees have attempted to«slo justice 
as far as they were able with the limited tunds at their com- 
mand to all departments. Current works of fiction have 
been carefully examined anda large portion of the books 
added have been of this class. Reference works and books 
of a historical and scientific character have also been added in 
a fair proportion. A large atlas of Massachusetts has been 
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added, the most complete ever issued, giving maps of each 
county with county roads, ponds and streams. A’ number 
of the best recent publications for young people have also 
been purchased. Great care has been exercised in making a 
juaicious selection in this department. A iarge selection of 
interesting and clean books for the young people to select from 
in the opinion of the Trustees is the surest and most effective 
method of developing a taste for good reading and counter- 
acting the ‘‘penny dreadful” of the news stands. 


The Trustees realize that the coming year they will at 
last be face to face with the problem that has for some time 
been growing nearer and larger, that is, increased shelf 
room. There are two other ieeds of the library so closely 
connected with this question that we should consider them 
all together. We need a new catalogue witha new number- 
ing and a seperate reading room. 


We must have more shelf room or else soon cease to add 
‘to our collection. We are justly proud of our schools but 
next to » them and as a most valuable auxiliar y is our Agitrary. 
dhote iat are » not fae to complete their Phae course of 
still in a measure extending their education beyond the 
grammar or high schools. ‘Tn order to get the best results 
we must grow ‘with the times ; new. books, new thoughts and 
new discoveries are ‘constantly being brought before the pub- 
dic eye and the ‘possessor of a college diploma, valuable only 
because it stands for so much mental wealth, is not the only 
,person ‘who may lay claim toa liberal education, provided 
-that such mines of knowledge as are ‘to be found in our pub- 
Jlic library are properly worked. In order to obtain the best 
results we must keep up with the times. 


It would be a loss to every citizen for us to stand still, 
_and yet the library i is fur from being the benefit it would be

to the scholar, teacher and citizen, if we had a suitable read- 
Ing room apart from the delivery room, where the many 
valuable reference books, now on the shelves could be ex- 
amined. We also need a new classification and grouping of 
the books and a new eatalogue. ‘This means a new re- 
numbering of the books and if we make a change of quarters 
we should take advantage of the opportunity to do this as it 
could be done now much ‘more economically’ than in the 
future. We wish to reiterate what was said in our report of 
181. 


‘‘Both propriety and deeeuey demand that the library 
be reached by a seperate entrance. Language would fail us, 
were we to attempt to describe the present one; hut a de- 
scription is not necessary, for no one in the habit of visiting 
the library can have failed tobe disturbed by the noise, con- 
fusion and filth that must be. encountered’ before the library 
room isreached. Only by being deprived; for: the time 
being, of the senses of sight, smell and..hearing could one 
make his way to the library Without great discomfort. : 


A seperate building is the most desirable if we can ‘obtain 
one. The Trustees would call attention to the Luther Hill 
house as being suited to the purpose : and of sufficient, size to 
answer all needs of the town for years to come. 

In case ‘a tiew town hall should be built during | the. com- 
ing year # ‘place might perhaps be made. for the library , but. 
if-such a plan: should be followed, we would urge ‘that a sep- 
erate enttatice and seperate suite ot rooms be arranged for. 

Mrs. M. H. Boyce has been as efficient as in previous 
years 1n the position of Librarian, and to her care and faith- 
fulness the preservation and good condition of the volumes 
are largely due.

To THE CITIZENS OF STONEHAM: 


The School Committee herewith respectfully present 
their Annual Report. 

All who are not especially interested in the schools of 
Stoneham will do well to skip this report, since they will find 
it very dull reading, containing, as it does, only statistical 
information, a sketch of the principal events and changes in 
the schools and the usual plea for more room at the Centre. 

A general atmosphere of peace and prosperity seems to 
have surrounded the schools the past year. There has been 
no serious friction in any department. We do not fail to 
recognize the fact that, to the faithfulness and efficiency of 
our teachers, the generally good condition of the schools is 
due. 

That the Stoneham Teachers’ Association has slumbered 
for nearly a year is, to those who know its history, a con- 
fession that the majority of the teachers did not appreciate 
the help it might have been to them, if they had been willing 
to co-operate with one another to secure the best. results. 
Teachers who confine their thoughts too closely to details of 
the work of the grades represented in their own school- 
rooms, do not attain so high a degree of excellence in their 
work, as those who know something of what is done in the 
lower and in the higher grades. The teachers’ meetings 
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were most helpful to those who took an active part in them. 
After the Association went to sleep, those who had been in- 
terested in it formed a class for the study of Psycholegy 
unger the direction of the Principal of the High School. 
Owing to several unavoidable circumstances, its meetings 
have been irregularly held, but it is expected that with the 
opening of the Spring term, work in this direct ion will be 
resumed. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


For many years the sessions of the High School have 
been held with remarkable regularity. Quite recently the 
attendance of all the teachers has been interrupted by illness, 
but only three sessions have been omitted. During the ab- 
sence of the Principal, as much of the work as possible was 
carried on by the Assistant Teachers, after which they were 
obliged to yieid to illness, and the services of Mr. Albert F. 
Buck were secured for two weeks as a substitute teacher; 
his work gave general satisfaction. 

An event of the past year worthy of record was the 
formation, in the Spring, of the High School battalion. — It 
is composed of about forty members of the High and 
the First Grammar schools who have met at the Armory 
twice each weck for instruction in military tactics. Major 
Albert Meredith has acted as drill-master. The officers of 
the battalion are as follows: Captain, Arthur J. Meredith ; 
First Lieut., Jasper S. Cook; First Sergt., George W. 
Hill; Second Seret., Alfred B. Meacham; Third Sergt., 
Walter T. Smith; Fourth Sergt., J. Alfred Patch; Corpo- 
rals, John F. Murphy, John A. Reynolds, Elmer kh. B. 
Chapman, Harry B. Fiske. The time seems to have come 
for furnishing the members with guns and military equip- 
ments, if the work is to go on properly. A question which 
must soon be met is that of making the military drill a part 
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of the regular school work, by having it during school-hours 
and under the more immediate supervision of the Principal. 


GRAMMAR SCHOOLS. 


The size of the Second Class of this school has made 
two divisions necessary for nearly the whole year. At the 
opening of the fall term for about two months, the trial of 
having the whole class under the instruction of one teacher 
was made, but the plan was found impractical. Mrs. KE. F. 
Hard, the teacher of the class for the past eight years, was, 
in the summer, granfed leave of absence for rest. It was a 
fortunate circumstance that Miss I. C. Livingston, a former 
teacher in both the High and the Grammar school could be 
engaged to fill Mrs. Hard’s place, which she has done ac- 
ceptably. 

The smaller division of this class has been seated in the 
hall, for lack of better xecommodation, and it has been under 
the instruction of Miss Hattie M. Bryant, the same teacher 
who was employed last year. She has had large demands 
upon her patience by reason of the cool temperature of the 
room. Foran honr or two, nearly every morning of the 
winter, it has been necessary for the class to adjourn to the 
laboratory of the High School in order to be comfortably 
warm. When the room now occupied by the Central Inter- 
mediate School was partitioned off from the hall, it took 
from the hall three radiators, and, since that time the hall 
has been too cool to be comfortable in winter until about ten 
o’clock in the morning. Some storm-windows recently 
placed in position will partially remedy this evil, but, at the 
best, the hall offers but poor accommodation for a school. 
Next year the condition will be worse than now, inasmuch as 
the class to occupy the ha!] will probably be larger. 

A change of teachers in the Third Class occurred in the 
Spring, when Miss Eddy closed her connection with the 
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~- school. To fill the vacancy thus made, Miss Peyton of the 


Central Intermediate was transferred to the Grammar School — 
where she is doing good work. 


INTERMEDIATE AND PRIMARY SCHOOLS. 


Miss Florence M. Lahey was elected teacher of the 
Central Intermediate school aud she has proved here, as in 
other places where she has taught, a popular and efficient 
teacher. © 

In the Primary schools there has been only one change. 
In October, Mrs. O. J. Gerry left the South Upper Primary 
school and the town, to keep a matrimonial engagement. 
She had been connected with our schools during two different 
periods amounting in all to nearly nine years; her loss was 
deeply regretted both by pupils and parents. Miss Lillian 
M. Kennedy was elected to fill the vacancy. No other school 
in town under the charge of one teacher has been so largeas 
this and Miss Kennedy has shown herself equal to the de- 
mand made upon her. 

Three of last year’s graduates, Misses Fox, Hay and 
Putnam have each given assistance in the Primary schools 
for ten weeks, as a means of helping prepare themselves tor 
the work of teaching. Miss Fox has now wisely entered 
upon a course of study at one of the State Normal Schools 
where her ability and earnestness will enable her to prepare 
more thoroughly for the work she has chosen. 

Sec. B of the Central Lower Primary school had a va- 
ried experience during the Fall term. Miss Jones was 
obliged to leave her work for needed rest and Mrs. Carrie 
Smith took charge of the school; illness compelled her to 
leave before the close of the term, and her place was sup- 
plied by Miss Lizzie Spencer, a graduate of our High School 
and of the Bridgewater Normal School. Miss Jones re- 
turned to her duties in January.

UNGRADED SCHOOLS. 


It is very creditable to the teachers of these schools 
that so much of interest and energy enter into their work. 
The conditions that exist in ungraded schools render the 
work discouraging, and, at best, they must compare unfav- 
orably with the graded schools. The highest interests of 
the children would best be subserved if they could attend the 
graded schools. The distance is not so great as to make this 
impossible, because some children in the country walk much 
farther to school. But experience in this town has shown 
that such a plan is not practical. The only arrangement 
that could be made would be to provide means for convey- 
ing the children to our graded schools, to the advantages of 
which they are certainly entitled. In relation to this sub- 
ject, the Report of the Board of Education for 1889-790 says, 
‘¢Tt is deemed to be a wise expenditure, as it indicates a 
consolidaticn of the schools, and consequently better attend- 
ance and improvement in the quality of instruction.” Such 
a custom prevails in one hundred and twenty towns in 
Massachusetts, including seventeen in Middlesex County. 

The money paid for the salaries of the teachers 1n our un- 
graded schools, for fuel and for care of the houses would 
probably more than pay the expense of transporting the 
children. Thus we should improve conditions without in- 
creasing the cost. 


MUSIC. 


A year ago, our schools suffered a loss which, for some 
time we had been apprehending, in the resignation of our 
popular, successful and highly appreciated music teacher, 
Mr. Ephraim Cutter, Jr. For nine years the schools had 
been under his competent instruction with excellent results. 
He was obliged to leave before the expiration of the year for 
which he was engaged and just before the close of the school 
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year; this made it necessary for the Committee to arrange 
some plan by which the work in music in the High School 
could be carried on so as to prepare for the public exercises 
of graduation. Mr. Cutter’s previous work made it possible 
_ to form such a plan and our thanks are due to Mr. Walter S. 
Hawkins for the efficient and dignified manner in which he 
prepared for and directed the music on this oceasion. 

Mr. H. C,. Slack was elected to the position made va- 
cant by Mr. Cutter’s resignation and he has devoted himself 
to his work with much interest. The teachers appreciate 
his punctuality in keeping his appointments. 


DRAWING. 


The work in drawing needs to be strengtiened, not be- 
cause of lack of effort on the part of the teachers, or lack of 
interest in the subject, but because there is need of compe- 
tent supervision in this department. Two years have elapsed 
since we had a drawing teacher; during that time, several 
changes have occurred in our corps of teachers and _ those 
who have been elected within two years are especially in 
need, for a time, at least, of a special instructor. All of our 
best teachers feel this need which we hope will be met in 
the coming year, that the work may accomplish more prac- 
tical results than at present. 


BOOKS AND SUPPLIES. 


The expense of re-binding books the past year has been 
greater than in any previous year since the free text-hook. 
law went into operation. This was was expected, because 
some of the books have been in use forseven years. A 
large number will soon need to be replaced by new copies.

SCHOOL ACCOMMODATIONS. 


Once more we are anxious to call the attention of the 
citizens to the need of better accommodation for the schools 
occupying the Town House. The attic of the High School 
building is very inconvenient for the three schools therein 
located. We could with great comfort make use ofa school- 
house containing six rooms, such as might be made of the 
‘Town House with an addition. The substance of what has 
been said in the School Reports for several years, in relation 
to the rooms in the Town House, should be especially em- 
phasized now, as the need of improvement increases every 
year. The school rooms need less tobacco smoke and odors 
from the rooms below, less noise and confusion from the hall 
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above and less dirt in and around the building; they need 
more air, more space, more cleanliness and the north room 
would be much improved, if it could have even one ray of 
direct sunshine. For proof of what has been said and for 
further information, you are invited to visit the northern and 
the southern school rooms. 

During the past year, only ordinary repairs have been 
made. 

In the year ensuing, it will be necessary to replace, by 
sheathing, the broken plastering of some ceilings. One or 
two of the houses will need painting and repairing, and for 
this purpose, a special appropriation will be needed.

Fellow Citizens :—Your Committee chosen to take into 
consideration the advisability of the construction of a new 
Town House and such other matters as appertain thereto, 
have duly consiaered the subject and respectfully present 


the following report: | 


In considering this matter several important questions 
present themselves to our minds, and the first to be consid- 
ered is the necessity of a new building for town purposes. 
We think this question can readily be answered in the affir- 
mative, for the following reasons: First, The Town Hall is 


- inadequate in size in many instances for the proper accommo- 


dation of its citizens; is very poorly ventilated and a still 
more important reason is because of the danger to human 
life from its narrow and crooked means of egress, which in 
case of a panic resulting from fire or other causes, must re- 


‘sult in serious consequences. Again, we believe that no 


public schools should be kept in a building used for a Town 
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Hall. Serious annoyance is frequently caused the schools 
(of which there are three in our present Town House)by the 
noise in the Hall while the schools are in session, frequently 
eausing the dismissal of the schools or to greatly injure the 
efficiency of them. This seems to be an important reason 
for the construction of a new Town House. Again, the 
whole of the present Town House is needed for school pur- 
poses and can be well adapted to our present wants. 

The necessity for more school accommodations will be 
realized when we consider that three schools are kept in the 
attic of the High School House, a place which was never in- 
tended for such purposes. Some provision must very soon 
be made for more school room to accommodate the constant- 
ly increasing membership, and we believe that the best way 
to provide for the same is to convert the present Town 
House into a school house and erect a new Town House. 

Another reason to be given is that the Public Library has 
outgrown its present quarters and is rapidly growing so that 
the accommodations for books as well as for visitors are in- 
adequate for the wants of the people. The Library is a 
valuable institution and demands a fair consideration at your 
hands. The Selectmen’s, Assessors’, Overseers of the Poor 
offices are huddled and somewhat inconvenient. These of- 


fices together with the Town Clerk’s office should all be lo- 
cated in the Town House where there should be constructed 


a fire proof vault for the reception of all public PAS, and 
pepe of record belonging to the town. 

' The above are some a the reasons which present ‘ieee 
selves to us why ‘a new Town House should at once receive 
your attention.. While we recognize the fact that the -Met- 
ropolitan' sewerage expenses must be met (and which by the 
way will be a small matter for the next’ few years)and that 
we have’a new Public Park to provide for and perhaps a 
new railroad, we only find in these facts an evidence of our 
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future growth and prosperity, and ask you when shall we be 
better prepared for this important work? We therefore rec- 
ommend that the town do build a new Town House of sub- 
stantial material and of sufficient cap acity to accommodate its 
citizens at public meetings, aiso for offices for the Town 
Clerk, Selectmen, Assessors, Overseers of the Poor, Police, 
and Public Library. We also reccommend that a committee 
be elected or appointed to select a site or sites for a new 
Town House and for such changes as may be made _ in the 
old town house, and that such committee be empowered to 
procure plans for the same and report the same to the town 
for further action.

Drainage and Sewerage. 


Fellow Citizens :—Your committee appointed to attend 
to matters relating to Drainage and Sewerage, and mere par- 
ticularly those things appertaining to the town’s interest as 
connected with the system of Metropolitan Sewerage, have 
attended to that duty and respectfully report: That at the 
outset the committee determined (in accordance with what 
appeared to be the sentiment of the Town) to use their best 
jefforts to prevent the town of Stoneham from being com- 
velled to enter this system. W. B. Stevens, Esq. was em- 
ployed as counsel for the Town. Several other towns em- 
braced in this system having with us grave doubts as regards 


to the Constitutionality of the Law, it was decided to unite 





— SS 
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with them and bring the question before the Supreme Court 
for their decision. Accordingly Mr. Stevens and the coun- 
sel for the other towns made their ¢ ppeal to the court. The 
case was ably presented to the court in all its bearings, but 
as you all know the court decided the law to be constitu- 
tional. The court appointed as commissioners to apportion 
the expense of the introduction of the system of Metropolitan 
Sewerage, Ebenezer R. Hoar, William C. Endicott and John 
H. Sanford, men of high character and legal attainments. 
These commissioners gave seven public hearings where all 
parties in interest were given an attentive and patient hear- 
ing. The fairness and patience with which the com- 
missioners listened to and conducted those hearings fully 
sustained the good judgment of their appointment.- As the 
result of their deliberations we find that Stoneham is to pay 
1 13-100 per cent. of the amount called tor, for the next ten 
years for interest and sinking fund, and 1 36-100 per cent. 
of the cost of maintenance. 

We learn from the State Treasurer that Stoneham will 
probably have to pay about $316.00 this year on the interest 
and sinking fund account. Probably no expense will be 
made the town for maintenance for two years at least as the 
sewer cannot be made available to us before that time. We 
find therefore from the best cf our information that the town 
will be required to make an appropriation this year for the 
Metropolitan Sewerage System of the sum of three hundred 
and sixteen dollars. 

In view of the fact that the town has now become a part 
of this extensive system of sewerage and will have to pay a 
portion of its expense, it behooves us to examine into the best 
means and the least expense by which the town can avail it- 
self of the benefit of this main sewer when opportunity shall 

offer. 
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We therefore recommend that a committee be ap- 
pointed by the town to take this subject. under consideration 
in all its details aad report the same at a future town meet- 
ing.

TREASURERS REPORT. 


FELLOW CITIZENS: 


In presenting this my seventeenth and last annual report 
as your Treasurer, I wish to take this occasion to return my 
thanks for your long continued confidence as shown by the 
many unanimous elections to this important and responsible 
office, as well as to the many other positions of honor which 
you have so generously bestowed upon me. Iam admonished 
by increasing years and somewhat impaired health, that the 
time has arrived when the trust you so long confided to me 
should be surrendered, and by you placed in younger and 
stronger hands. 

During the term I have served as your Treasurer I have 
received and disbursed $1,733,738.00, an average of a little 
more than $100,000 per year. This amount must necessarily 
be quite largely increased in the near future to provide for 
contemplated improvements. 2 

It will be seen by the statement following that the net 
balance against the town has been increased $17,969.89, 
$7,300 of which was for the purchase of land for public parks. 
The net balance against the town was also increased in 1890. 
by $3,340.22, making a total of $21,310.11 in the past two. 
years. This large increase in the temporary debt must either 
be met by raising the money by taxation the present year, 


or by funding a portion of it and issuing a term note for the 
13 
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Ata 
same. In consideration of the fact that the finance commit- 


tee have already voted to recommend quite large amounts, 
which will be still further increased by an appropriation for 
constructing Green’s Lane and other improvements, 1 very 
reluctantly recommend that we raise $5,000 by town note for 
ten years to cancel that amount of the temporary debt, the 
remaining £15,000 can be paid from the taxes now due for 
1891. I very much regret this large increase of the debt, 
end believe it a wrong thing to do. I think we should 
follow the course pursued for several years, and which I have 
recommended each year, namely: To pay $5,000 of the 
debt annually. This isalsoin accordance with the statute 
relating to municipal indebtedness enacted in 1875. We 
should also raise money enough by taxation each yearto pay 
all ordinary expenses, and not resort to the very doubtful 
expediency of keeping the rates of taxation down and increase 
the debt by issuing notes for long terms.

We, the undersigned, have examined the accounts of 
Onslow Gilmore, Treasurer of the town of Stoneham, and 
find that he has received the sum of one hundred and forty- 
six thousand seven hundred and twenty-five dollars and 35- 
100 ($146,725.35) and that he has paid out the sum of one 
hundred and forty-three thousand nine hundred and twenty- 
two dollars and 68-100 ($43,922.68). 


That he has on hand the sum of twenty-eight hundred and 
two dollars and 67-100 ($2,802.67). 


That he has received on account of State School fund forty- 
four dollars and 98-100 ($44.98) none of which has been ex- 
pended. 


The total amount in his hands of twenty-eight hundred 
and forty-seven dollars and 65-100 ($2,847,65) we find as

To tHe CrrizexNs or STONEHAM: 


We are pleased to report the progress made in pur- 
chasing land for public purks, as a result of the liberal ap- 
propriations made by the town for that purpose. The first 
tract which was obtained is known as the Bear Hill lot and 
consists of about ninety-eight acres, comprising some of the 
most beautifnl and picturesque territory within the Middle- 
sex Fells. It was bought of Joseph Warren Wilson, and 
the price paid was thirty-five hundred dollars ($3,500). A 
little to the south of the last named land and on the easterly 
side of Main street, the next lot purchased, consists of about 
twenty-five acres, running from the street to the shores of 
the pond. Mr. Elbridge Gerry was the owner, und received 
twenty-four hundred dollars ($2,400). Great Island, with 
an area of four acres was purchased of Onslow Gilmore and 
others fer eight hundred dollars ($800). In order to prop- 
erly supplement the ares connected with Bear Hill it secmed 
necessary that Taylor Mountain should be added, which was 
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sandwiched in between the lund already owned by the town 
and surrounded by it on three sides... This involved the pur- 
chase of eleven and one-fourth acres, seven and one half of 
which were owned by Mrs. Paulina Gerry, one and seven- 
elgths acres by Mrs. Mary H. Wilkins, and one snd seven- 
eigths acres by Cyrus Hay. The first two of these have 
just been secured at the assessed valuation; Mrs. Gerry’s 
for three hundred dollars ($300) and Mrs. Wilkins’ for one 
hundred dollars ($100). It was a source of much regret that 
we could not complete the purchase by taking Mr. Hay’s 
land, but it was impossible without overrunning the appro- 
priation fifty dollars, which we did not feel justified in do- 
ing. We earnestly recommend that a sufficient sum be 
raised at the next annual meeting to accomplish this object. 
It will thus be seen that we now own one hundred and 
thirty-seven acres, set upart for the purpose of public parks, 
surpassing, it is believed, in extent, variety, and ruggedness 
of natural scenery, that possessed by almost any other town 
in the Commonwealth. So much money has been expended 
during the current year, your commissioners do not feel jus- 
tified in asking for any considerable amount with which to 
purchase additional land the, coming year, but they do hope 
that at no distant day, all the territory between the turnpike 
and the land owned by Winchester on the west, and south 
of our present holding to Medford line, may be included 
within our public reservations. It may entail a further ex- 
pense of something over five thousand dollars ($5,000) and 
on first impression might seem to be an unnecessary burden 
when we consider the numerous demands that will naturally 
be made upon the town in the near future. But if we take 
a larger and broader view, which extends beyond the pres- 
ent time, and reaches out to the distant future, there is 
every reason to believe that with the co-operation of other 
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cities and towns we may lay the foundation of a magnificent 
public park. In purchasing Bear Hill it is to be hoped we 
stand upon the threshold of an undertaking which will ulti- 
mately comprise most of the territory within the Middlesex 
Fells. If this scheme should be accomplished, whether it 
would be best to carry it out as a great metropolitan enter- 
prise, by union of the cities and towns specially interested, 
or by the individual action of separate towns, the future 
must determine. 

It is true that the policy which you have inaugurated 
will involve the sacrifice of present and prospective taxable 
oroperty, but on the other hand if the dream of Elizur 
Wright should be realized, the ultimate benefit to this town 
from its location on the confines of such a splendid public 
reservation would be incalculable. Paths should be laid 
out, roads constructed and lookeuts for observation located, 
with a view to utilize the natural beauties rather than to 
produce artificial effect. With the addition of a few acres 
carriage roads could be easily built from the east, the south 
and the west to the summit of Bear Hill. These improve- 
-ments should be made hereatter, as we can afford to bear the 
expense. If we should do nothing in this generation, but 
reserve the land and leave the trees to grow and nature to 
luxuriate in all its wantonness, the next generation would 
rise up and call us blessed. 


We wereelected to serve out the balance of the year 
and recommend that our successors be elected to serve suc- 
cessively for one, two and three years. Bythis method you 
would make no sudden and radical change, having a board, 
the majority of whom, would be familiar with the duties of 
the office, with a cefinite and systematic policy which 
would be likely to contiol a}! its action. We only ask for a 
small appropriation to keep up the fencesand makea few 
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necessary improvements. In accordance with the require- 
ments of the statutes we hereby append a detailed statement 
of the expenses incurred by us.
